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DANGER STILL LURKING 


' CHICAGO QUIET, BUT AN UNEASY 
FEELING PREVAILING. 
FEARS THaT THE ANARCHISTS MAY RE- 
SORT TO THE TORCH—THE SUSPECTED 
BOMB THROWER IN A POLICE CELL 


’ CHIcaGo, May 6.—“ The air is surcharged 
With electricity,” to borrow a phrase used by 
Mayor Carter Harrison this afternoon. He was 
{nan uncommonly communicative mood, and 
be described the situation pretty accurately 
when he said: “I think the worst is over, but 
the troublesome element is still alive, and may 
boil over at any moment.” 

It is not eenerally known that the Mayor nar- 
Towly missed being a target for the Anarchist 
bomb on Tuesday night. He knows, or as- 
Bumes to know,a good deal about the people 
who are charged with being accessories to the 
Outrage. Upon his arrival at the meeting, he 
informed THE TIMES'S correspondent, a Nibi- 
list passed within a foot of him and whis- 
pered, ** You are known.” The biood-curdling 
air of mystery in which the Nihilist enveloped 
this bit or harmless information had seemingly 
no effect upon the Mayor. He remained on the 
ground and listened to Parsons’s speech. Hedid 
not hear the finish, as Parsons was quite guard- 
ed, except at the close, and the Mayor was about 
to move away with the remark to his son, “I 
don’t see anything wrong in what this man 
bays,” when a workingman who stood near add- 
ed: * Parsons knows you're here.” 

*“*Now, that may be so,” said Mr. Harrison, 
“but I saw no evidence of trouble and conclud- 
ed to go home. I walked through the crowd 
@nd examined its personnel closely. I noticed 
that Parsens had but a emali percentage of 
sympathizers in the crowd. When he said 
that his forefathers came over in the May- 
fiower some one shouted, *That is a lie.’ 
Then the bulk of the crowd laughed. When he 
paid he was an honest workingmano another 
shouted, ‘You're a fine workingman, you are!’ 
The laugh was against Parsons once more. There 
were Anarchists in the crowd, of course, 
but they formed by no means the bulk of 
it. The speakers grew much more in- 
flammatory after my departure. The throw- 
Ing of the bomb was a prearranged 
affair. I feel confident of this, and I think the 
men who are now in jail are among the leaders 
of the Anarchists. I think that August Spies 
knew that a bomb would be thrown. I could 
not say that he knew who threw it, because 
these people have a peculiar, as well as a terri- 
ble, organization.” 

** Will you describe it?” 

**I cannot do that, for much of the knowledge 
I have was given to me in confidence. I know, 
however, that in planning an outrage two men 
are selected todo the work. One man, for in- 
ptance, is chosen to throw the bomb. Heis given 
an assistant. I cannot say that the man who 
threw the bomb is under arrest, but we have 
evidence enough against some of those who are 
under arrest to bang them, and to hang them a 
week hence, when the excitement has susided, 
as wellas to-day. We don’t want the world to 
gay that Chicago took these men's lives in the 
heat of passion. ‘ 

** Now there,” exclaimed the Mayor, “is an in- 
genious affair. It was found on the desk of 
August Spies.” 

The “ingenious affair’ is a circular glass 
bottle, with athree-inch neck. The glass is of 
a pale greenish hue. The bottle is filled with 
Water. Depending from the neck is.a thin 
stick of dynamite. The “ingenious affair” is 
nota bomb, butis used for carrying dynamite 
long distances. The water inthe bottleis sup- 
posed to lessen the chances of accident while 
the dynamite is in transit. Another ingenious 
affair which the Mayor examined at Police 
Headquarters to-day is a pint metal flask 
filled with petroleum. Through the centre of 
the cork, which is firmly fastened in the neck of 
the flask isafuse. It extendsto the petroleum 
on the inside and several inches beyond the cork 
on the outside. This flask was found this morn- 
ing on a pile of lumber in a lumber yard in the 
northwestern part of the city. The fuse was 
lighted, but in some manner bevame extin- 
guished. The evident intention of the person 
who deposited the flask where it was found was 
to start a conflagration. 

The people are oppressed with an abiding fear 
of fire. Tney are probably more afraid of it 
than of bombs, though the latter momentarily 
gained the upper hand. As destruction, either 
pf life or property, seems to be the object of the 
Anarchists the fear is spreading that the 
promet retaliation inflicted upon them by 

he police may lead them to chanue the 
bomb for the torch in _ their horrible 
warfare on society. Tnough the Anarchist 
gpnod the Socialist have been allowed to give vent 
to the most incendiary views and to openiy de- 
clare their savuge intentions of making war 
when they saw fit upon the community, the 
latter is terrified to discover that the dis- 
turbers were not uttering balderdash. The 
Anarchist worked while the rest of the 
community siept. Tales of midnight drilis 
Were laughed at as the product of a 
brilliant imagination, or passed Over as of 
no consequence, as it is generally accepted here 
as a foregone conclusion that the man who 
threatens never kilis. But the Anarchist has 
proved that he, at least, has the speaking, 
desperate courage of the rat, and evidence is 
piling up that he bas not only been hardat work 
inculcating these doctrines, but bas long. been 
marsbaliog his forces for an onslaught, 


Incidents connected with the arrest to-day of 
Gustav Stange show at least that the Anarchists 
bave method in their madness. Stange is a % 
wild-eyed German. He is by trade a shoe- 
maker, but has lately been employed at furni- 
ture making. He was arrested at No. 322 Henry- 
street. rom information which they at present 
refuse to disclose the police apparently concluded 
that Stange wasthe man who threw the bomb. He 
‘was taken to the Central Officeand hurried into 
a private room. There he was accused of hay- 
ing thrown the bomb. He threw up his hands 
as if to ward off a blow, grew deathly pute, 
stammered, and then denied the charge. He 
spoke in German, 

Chief Ebersold said: *‘ We have the man who 
Paw you throw it.” 

**Who is it ?”’ asked Stange. 

**There is the man,’’ replied the Chief, point- 
ing to a detective. 

stange’s manner changed. He grew sullen, 
but denied the charge. On his person was found 
@ Monthly publication called the Anarchist. It 
contained an advertisement to the effect that 
the second company of the Lehr und Wehr 
Verein would drill at Thalia Hall, No. 630 Mil- 
waukee-avenue, every Sunday eveniug. The 
members of the Association are Anarchists. 
Stange is a member of the International Work- 
ingmen’s Association. Immediately after his 
arrest his dwelling was searched. Two rifles 
were found there, as well as 150 rounds of 
ammunition. One of the rifies was a Springfield. 
On a brass plate affixed tu the stock was the 
number 353. This is supposed to’ be Stange’s 
number, as the members of the association are 
pumbered. The other wasa 44 calibre sporting 
Winchester. There were also found on the 

remises two revolvers and a billy. Thalia 

all, where the Lehr und Webr Verein 
Grilled, was next searched. In it were found 30 
stand of arms. Some of the guns wére without 
locks, but most of them were in effective shape. 
In the flooring at one end of the hall was found 
atrap door. This was litted, anda pit was dis- 
closed. The pit formed the end of an 
‘improvised shooting gallery, which extended 
tbe full length of the building. At 
the end of the gailery was a target. Its face was 
well marked, as if it had been in constant use. 
The pit was large enough to bold three men. 
Stange and bis comrades evidently practiced 
shooting at a mark before or after drill. Berry, | 
the west side candymaker, and Groceryman 
Thompson say they can identify the man who 
ee the pomb. They will be confronted with 
tange. 

In spite of Mayor Harrison’s sturdy talk of 
there being sufficient evidence to hang the lead- 
ing Anarchists now in jail, many fear that they 
will »ventually escape the rope. The Mayor 
just now, at least, does notseem to partake of 
this fear. He is contident, moreover, that the 
worst is over. He rode through the troubled 
districts to-day in order tosatisfy himself that 

bis proc amation ordering that crowds should 
not be allowed to collect was obeyed. He passed 
knots of men who, if collected, would number 
1,500. One man called out “rats,” The Mayor 
reined in bis horse and called out: * Who said 
rats?” The crowd pointed out the offender, 
who was warned by the Mayor that if he used 
the offensive epithet again -he would be taken 
{n.. Tne man said nothing, but slunk away. “ The 
action of this manu shows the tempef of the mob,” 
said the Mayor; “if they were not cowed he 
would have answered back.” Many of the men 

- found loitering about were not Anarchists but 
workingmen on strike. The report that Most 
was in town was mentioned to the Mayor.

Kegarding Anarchist Parsons he said there 
was @ report that Parsons was at Cincinnati. A 
dispatch received here to-night from Cleveland 
says that a report that Parsons is in that city has 
created much excitement. The police of Cleve- 
land are on the watch for him. He is held re- 
sponsible for the incendiary circulars posted 
there last night. A dispatch trom Hous- 
ton, Texas, states that several citizens 
recognize in Anarchist Parsons ason of the ex- 
Confederate Gen. W. H. Parsons, who is now a 
resident of New-York. When Gen. Parsons went 
East he is said to have been accompanied by his 
son, who took with him the colored woman he is 
since said to have married. How Parsons can 
affiliate with Anarchists is a problem his alleged 
acquaintances at Houston cannot solve. 

Mayor Harrison denies that there are 12,000 
Anarchists and Socialists in the city. Eleven 
thousand votes, he said, were cast for the So- 
cialistic candidates when he first ran for office. 
He gave them the right of free speech, and by 
this means, hé claims, reduced their numbers to 
8,000, of whith number not more than 1,000 are 
Anarchists. These, be thinks, are men who 
have been oppressed in other lands, do 
not understand American institutions, and are 
deceived by designing men. He denied that he 
prevented the better class of citizens from break- 
| upethe meetings of these people. He simply 
did not order the police to do the work. Had he 
done so he would, he claims, have been de- 
nounced by every newspaper in the city. While 
he believed that all trouble from Anarchists was 
virtually over, he did not entertain the same 
Opinion of the labor troubles. He does not. ex- 
rect auy infraction of the law on their part. 
The thunder clap of Tuesday, he feels certain, 
has purified the atmosphere. 

it was ascertained at a late hour to-night that 
Parsons was in the city to-day. Four policemen 
called at his house, rs. Parsons and ber chil- 
dren had gone and the house was unoccupied, 
but people who lived in the vicinity said they 
had seen Parsons during the dey. 

Officer George Muller, who was oneof the 
men terribly injured by the bomb, ts dying to- 
night and will probably nuvi live until 
morning. His death will make the 
third among the policemen. Officers Jacob 
Hensen, Thomas Redden, Timothy Flavin, and 
Nels Hansen are in a critical condition, 
wavering between life and death. The 
chances are that they will not recover. 
Should they do go, the three first named 
willeach on ng Leffelhardt, the Anarcnist 
who was shot by Officer Madden while resisting 
arrest last night, is also dying. Officer Madden, 
whom Leffelhardt shot in the left breast before 
he was shotin turn, will recover. 

Evangelist Moody has decided to discontinue 
his revival meetings at the Casino Rink. Mayor 
Harrison said to-day that his prociamation did 
not refer to indoor meetings. Mr. Moody 
thought it did, and said that,as he was a law 
abiding citizen, he would obey. 

The police fund is rapidiy growing. The 
Board of Trade’s subscriptions amount to $12,- 
035. The hardware men have subscribed $2,000; 
the railroads, $10,750; the Iroquois Club, $1,070, 
and much more to com”, while other subscrip- 
tions amount to over $6,000. 

The Coroner held an inquest this afternoon on 
the body of Charles Kister, who was killed in 
yesterday’sriot. It was supposed that be was 
shot by the police. Two witnesses were ex- 
amined and then it was discovered that 
instead of being shot the man had been 
stabbed. It is now thought he'was killed by an 
Anarchist, as the evidence disclosed the fact 
that Kister was a respectable citizen and not a 
rioter. The Coroner ordered the inquest ad- 
journed, and the body was taken to Kister’s 
home, in Indiaua-street, near Peoria.

FIRES IN THE LUMBER DISTRICT. 

Cuicaco, May 6—11:55 P. M.— Two alarms

LATER.—At 12:05 A. M. the bells announced 
that the fire at State and Harrison streets was 


out, and at 12:25 that near Ashland-avenue was 
also out. No reports have been received at 
Police Headquarters as to whether they were of 
incendiary origin.

PUNISHING THE ANARCHISTS. 

Curicaeo, May 6.—Fielden, August and 
Christian Spies,and Schwab were taken this 
morning to a photograph gallery, and, after 
four sittings, excellent negatives were secured, 
ued their faces will appear in the Rogues’ 
Aibums all overthe city in due time. Subse- 
quently they were separately subjected to a 
close examination by Chief Ebersold and his 
assistants, but they sullenly denied any 
knowledge of the bomb throwing. No one 
who was not thoroughly in sympathy with 
the police was permitted to see them, and they 
were held all day long in thecellsatthe City 
Hall. The cells contain nothing but a bare 
bench, andare precisely the same as the quar- 
ters given ordinary thieves and pickpockets. 
The Anarchists’ food so tar has been the regular 
fare furnished to the same class of criminals, 
consisting Of meals brought from a cheap res- 
taurant and costing the city 20 cents each. 

It is the present intention to bring the An- 
archists before the regular Grand Jury, which 
meets May 17. State Attorney Grinuell declines 
to say what charge will be made against them, 
but the verdict of the Coroner’s jury accuses 
them of being accessory to the murder of 
Officer Deegan. Mr. Grinnell says he is satisfied 
with the evidence against the fellows. 

Burgess, a Fitth-avenue printer, admits that 
the arbeiler Zeitung and Parsons’s paper, 
the Alarm, are both printed in hig of- 
fice, but aenies that the presswork of the 
infamous “revenge” circular was done in his 
Place. 1t is a well known fact that the first 
copies of that incendiary document were seen 
in the different printing offices in Burgess’s im- 
mediate neighborhood, in the hands of different 
* printer’s devils,” and they all declared that the 
apprentice bands in his office had given out the 
sheets. Burgess refused to-day to print the 
regular edition of the Arbeiter Zeitung, the type 
for which half a dozen compositors had set up, 
and as nobody could be foundto do the work 
the paper was not issped. 

The offices of the Budouenost and the 
Lampicka, two Bohemian Anarchistic papers, 
were closed by the police. The editor of the 
Budouenost, which is said to mean the “future,” 
isa man named Mikalunda. The proprietor and 
editor of the Lampicka, which is translated to 
mean ** Lantern,” bears the name of Hradecny. 
Both of the editors fled from the city Tuesday 
night. An Austrian official in New-York to-day 
telegraphed the Chicago police that both of the 
men are among the most dangerous and un- 
scrupulous Anarchists in the country. 

A quartet of lawyers have been hanging, like 
vultures, about the city and county buildings 
allday seeking the unwholesome notoriety of 
defending the four Anarchists. Not a man of 
the quartet has been able to get at the fellows, 
who, so far as is known, have not expressed any 
desire for their services or thoge of any other 
lawyers. The first of the legal luminaries was 
Eric Johnson, well known about the county 
jail, where prisoners are induced to employ coun- 
sel whether they want to or not. Johnson had 
with him a tailor named G. Oterburg, who pro- 
fessed to be August Spies’s friend and introduced 
Jobnson as the Anarchists‘ attorney. The two 
démanded to see the prisoners, but this boon was 
emphatically refused. Thenthey began to rave 
about constitutional rights, &c., aud were 
promptly hustled out of the office. They were 
sent around from piliar to post and finally 
wrung from Coroner Hertz, wpon whose order 
the men are now confined, a promise for an in- 
terview with the prisoners at 11 o’clock to-mor- 
row. Barristers Solomon, Zeisler, and King, 
alias Dr. Rosenthal, made similar demands and 
were similarly treated. 

Anybody who suggested a defense for the 
Anarchists met with cold comfort around Po- 
lice Headquarters or in official circles else- 
where. In the afternoon Attorney Moses Solo- 
mon applied to Judge,Rogers for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus for the 24 arbe ter Zeitung printers, 
editorial writers, and office attachds. The 
complaint was that tte prisoners were 
being unlawfully held in imprisonment by 
either Chief Ebersold or Sheriff Hanchett. 
Solomon started in to tell the court 
about the condition of affairs existing in the 
oe A but the Judge chopped him off short by 
telling him that he knew all about the riots. 
Frank Waiker, for the State, asked for five days’ 
time tolook up authorites. and the court con- 
tinued the hearing of the matter until next 
ae ied morning, ordering that the writ be 

ued. 

Fielden and the other prisoners held over by 
the Coroner’s jury were kept at the Central 
Station in the City Hail until just before 
8 o’clock this evening. Coroner Hertz 
was afraid that something might happen 
if they were taken through the crowded streets 
in broad daylight. So be waited until dark, and 
until the onees were clear, and then bad the 
prisoners 
strong guard of detectives. About 50 Deputy 
Sheriffs were around the jail when the prisoners 
were delivered. After they had been locked up 
the force was reduced to 15, which number will 
remain on the watch all night, 10 staying 
in the Criminal Court Building and five in the 
street and jailyard. A guard of Deputy Sheriffs 
Was stationed as a ema in the Criminal Court 
Building and vicinity. They were armed and on 
the lookout forany demonstration sympathizing 
Socialists on the outside might make.

THE THREATENED INDUSTRIES. 

Cxu1caco, May 6.—The strike at the Deer- 
ng Harvester Works is ended. The men were 
satisfied yesterday to accept ten hours’ »pay 
for nine hours’ work, but were prevented 
from returning to work by outside strikers. 
To-day Mr. Deering promised to give them 
an advance of 15 per cent. and to consider eight 
hours a day’s work. He afterward said that he 
was compelled to make the concession, as the 
works are turning out 150 machines per day. “In 60 
days,’’ he added, * therush will be over and it will 
be necessary to have a readjustment, or the 
works will close.” Two thousand men are efi- 
ployed in the works. By the new scale the men 
will receive nine und one-half hours’ pay far 
eight hours’ work. Many of Deering’s em- 


ployes are dissatisfied with the settlement and 
trouble is expected in the morning. 

There was an exciting time about the works 
this morning before the settlemant was reached. 
Some of the men who wished to goto work 
began to straggzie in at 5 o’clock. The gate on 
Claybourne-avenue was kept locked, an 
men were required to enter by the Ful- 
lerton-avenue gate. Two or three men 
slipped in quietly before 5:30, but after 
that time both gates were surrounded 
by strikers, who refused permission to anybody 
toenter. At 6:30 0’clock 800 men were grouped 
near the gate, but nobody went in. At 7 o'clock 
Mr. Deering appeared and addressed the crowd. 
He said ali Deering men were invited to enter 
and goto work. ‘ You,” he said, ‘are honor- 
able; you have entered into a fair and honorable 
agreement with me to work to-day. It is due 
me that this agreement be fulfilled. I call on 
you as honest men to enter the factory at once. 
[Cries of * Right hours! eight hours!’ from the 
crowd. ] I will give you eight hours just as svon as 
I can. Now we bave a large amount of work todo 
before the harvest, and I usk you to stand by 
me. After the rush is over I will give you the 
eight hours.” Two Lake View policemen were 
at the gate, and by their aid and that of the 
Superintendent a passage was formed through 
the crowd and the Deering men began to 
file in, greeted as they went with cries 
of ‘“*Scabs!” “ Eight hours!’ Still the 
men walked silently into the gate and 
dispersed themselvesin the various departments. 
About 500 of the men had gone in by 7:30, but 
after that few entered. ost of the men re- 
mained in the crowd and said they would stay 
out for eight hours. The mass of the strikers 
were men from the brick yards and neighboring 
factories who had been forced out by the Deering 
men ina general movement for the eight-hour 
system. They were loud in their denunciation 
ot those who had renounced their demands and 
nceceded to the terms proposed by Mr. Deering. 
Soon after 7 o’clock a squad of 12 police officers 
from the Webster-avenue station dashed upin 
a patrol wagon and formed in front of the gute, 
keeping the way clear. At least 6,000 men were 
out, 12 brick yardsand several factories being 
emptied of their employes. 

'ne Malleable Iron Company made the same 
agreement with its men. Had this company 
closed the Deering Works could not have been 
run more than 10 days, as the company provides 
much of their material. 

The Northwestern Terra Cotta Works will re- 
main closed until the men return of their own 
accord. 

The Calumet Iron Company procured an in- 
ea to-day against a numberof strikers. 

he latter are “absolutely enjoined to desist 
from-interfering with the company’s business, 
from entering its premises, or intimidating or 
interfering with its employes.” The company’s 

roperty will be protected to-morrow by 20 
De uty Sheriffs. 

ifty firms signed the agreement of the Metal 
Workers’ Association to-day. The agreement 
calls for the closing of the shops from Saturday 
till June 1 unless the employes agree to accept 
10 hours’ pay for 10 hours’ work. 

The silence in and about Pullman to-day was 
almost oppressive. In conversation with the 
manager of the works the situation ar it exists 
at present was said to be as follows: All the men 
are outin every de;artment for eight hours’ 
work forten hours’ pay, which the company can- 
not concede under the existing circumstances, 
The number of men are divided as follows: 
From the car works proper, 2,300; from the 
brick yards, 200; carpenters, 200, and from the 
foundry, 800. The Pullman Iron and §&teel 
Works are in Operation, but they have no con- 
nection with the Pullman Car Company’s 
works. The strike originated among the cabinet- 
makers, 657 of them signing the petition for 
such a movement, or about one-fourth of the 
total number of men employed in the works. It 
was stated that mass meetings of the men are 
held in the mornings and in the afternoons at 3 
o’clock, the results of which were not made 
known. The men attend these meetings ina 
body as a general thing, but refrain from all 
symptoms of disturbance or disorder. The men 
who do not go to these meetings either remain 
at home or improve the opportunity to visit 
friends. The statement was also made atthe 
office that the present contracts were taken 
at such close margins that the de- 
mands of the men could not be met. 
George M. Pullman and Mr. Porter visited 
the town, and, in company with Manager Brad- 
ley, reviewed the whole situation, but the result 
of the conference could not be ascertained. Some 
of the men were talked with. They said that 
they wanted eight hours work and an increase 
of 10 per cent. in wages. When asked how the 
men’s pay averaged, they said that some of 
them were getting $40 per week, and from that 
itran down to $4, which was not considered a 
good or fair average. This was pay day, the 
men receiving the wages for the last half of the 
month, their being two pay days each month. 

Fully three-fourths of the McCormick Harvest- 
“ed Works employes reported for duty this morn- 
neg. 

The Times this morning says: ‘**The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Furniture Mant facturers’ 
Association has made all peeessary arrange- 
ments to secure the arrest of Stahl- 
knecht, the Socialist agitator at the head 
of the Furniture Workers’ Union, to-day, 
It will prosecute him to the fullest extent 
for conspiracy and other violations of the 
l'ederal, State, and municipal statutes. It has 
been demonstrated positively that very many of 
the strikers have been incited by Stahiknecht, 
and his intimidating rule over the members of 
the union has prevented a number of the Jargest 
furniture factories from starting up.” 

Rothechild’s Sons’ employes offered to return 
to work on terms proposed by the firm yester- 
day if they would be allowed to return ina 
body. The firm told them that they could re- 
turn to work if they came in one by one in the 
usual way. Some of them consented to come in 
that manner, but none of them did so up to Jast 
night. It is thought that many of them will re- 
sume work to-day. 

Ata meeting of the Parlor Furniture Manu- 
facturers’ Association last evening it was unani- 
mously adopted that it would “not recognize 
any labor union or deal with any committee, but 
with individuals only.” 

The situation among the railroads to-day bas 
been rather more satisfactory to the men, 
as tar as. the freight handlers are 
concerned, but less favorable in regard 
to the switch tenders. The Milwaukee 
and St. Paul did more business than on 
any day in weeks past. The depots are all 
heavily guarded and the new men were not 
molested by the strikers. The Fort Wayne 
freight houses opened to-day for the first 
time since the strike. The hicago 
and Alton refused all freight for 
local points, but to-morrow. will take 
everything. The Burlington Road will take back 
such of its old employes as report for duty by 8 
o’clock to-morrow, but none after that hour. A 
nondescript crowd drove off the switchmen em- 
ployed by the Northwestern on Western-avenuse 
this morning, but the men returned to work 
when police officers were detailed tor their pro- 
tection, 

The switch tenders on the Western Indiana 
and Illinvis Central Roads struck to-day for 
an advance of wages, and the step caused a 
good deal of trouble. The Western Indiana 
at once gave notice to the Wabash, the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, the Grand Trunk, the 
Louisville, New-Albany and Chicago, and the 
Chicago and Atlantic of the condition 
of affairs and requested them to have 
their train hands handle the switches until 
new switch tenders could be secured. There 
was no delay to passenger trains, but freight 
trains were greatly impeded. The Wabash sent 
out four men te handle the switches atForty-first- 
street, and it is understood that the other roads 
were contemplating similar tactics. 

Solon pe ae * and Thomas L. Tutt, Re- 
eelvers of the abash Road, filed: another 
petition to-day before Judge Gresham, in 
which they claimed that their men 
would return to. work if taey were 
protected. They asked for the appointment 
of Deputy Marshals, Judge Gresham said if he 
appointed Deputy Marshals it would be to pro- 
tect men who showed a proper appreciation 
of their duty, and not Receivers who tried 
to govern the property at long range.

DENOUNCING MOB VIOLENCE. 
Cuicaco, May 6.—The following was 


adopted by the switchmen at their meeting last 
night: ° 


Resolved, That we denounce the action of the mob 
which took piace on the Old Haymarket-square, Tues- 
day evening, May 4, as being an outrage to the public 
at large. an trredeemabie injustice to the organizations 
and working people of the cliy of Chicago, and an in- 
sufferable insult to the liberty of all, particularly to the 
Stars and Stripes under which we now live and as citi- 
zens hope to continue. 


The Executive Committee of the Trades and 
Labor Assembly and the Master Workman of 


District Assembly No. 24, Knights of Labor, 
have issued the following circular: 


FELLOW-CITIZENS: The tragic events of the last 
few hours and the to-be-deplored sacrifice of human 
life connected therewith, the legitimate results of the 
teachings of reckless, law-defying men, together with 
the excited condition of public feeling, demand 
that the pomtion of the organized associations 
of this city represented in the ‘Trades and Lubor 
Assembly and District Assembly No. 24 should be 
clearly and officially defined, the means employed to 
secure a recognition of their demands stated, and the 
facts spreud broadcast that they have neither sym- 
pathy nor affiliation with any ciass of men who set law 
and order at defiance. From the inception of the 
eight-hour movement tothe present time they have 
spoken witb no uncertain sound. ‘ihey have consist- 
ently ana persistently deprecated a resort to violence, 
and that course they mean to pursue to the end. 
'Thetr reliance is and has been based on the justice of 
their cause, the power of orgunization, and the sym- 
pathy of that public whose sympathy, when the 
facts are known, is seldom misplaced. But while they 
thus unhesitatingly condemn the action of al luw- 
breakers as unwise and unnecessary, they take this 
occasion to announce that they are none the 
less determined to secure the recognition and 
adoption of the eight-hour system by any and 
every inwful means within their power, and 
intend to fight it out on that lineif it takes all Sum- 
mer. In this connection they earnestly request all 
saloonkeepers to refuse to sell liqnor to men under its 
influence or to those known to be addicted to its use, 
By so doing they will not only show their sympathy 
with the movement but contribute their quota to- 
ward securing the goles and welfare ofthecity. They 
also request that all members of this organization re- 
frain from participating in public processions and 
open air demonstrations, and that even at their union 
meetings they avoid the use of ali boisterous and in- 
Hammatory language. ; 


Burrauo, N. Y., May 6.—The strikers 
held a meeting to-day and adopted resolutions 
denouncing the Chicago rioters and expressing 
sympathy with the families of the officers who 
fell while in the discharge of their duty.

Resolved, That the Senate of Massachusetts, now in 
session, view with indignation and alarm the Com- 
munistic uprising in Chicago, by which many of the 
officers of that city have been murdered in the streets 
while in the discharge of their duty. 

Resolved, That these outlaws who abuse the privil- 
ezes of free speech, a free press. and a free country 
deserve the execretion of all good citizens, and that 
wetenderto Harrison, Mayor of Chicago, our sym- 
pathy in his efforts to bring to condign punishment 
these outlaws and murderers wno have reddened the 
streets of Chicago with innocent blood and thus en- 
dangered the peace of ali our citizens and inflicted in- 
jured upon the business, safety, and prosperity of our 
country. 

Hesolved, That these bandits—Communists and An- 
archists, the offscouring of Kurope—should be taught, 
if need be, by extreme penalties that liberty in the 
United States 1s not license to commit crime or to in- 
cite others to crime, 


COMBINING FOR PROTECTION. 

CuHiIcaco, May 6.—The metal manufactu- 
rers of the city to the number of 100 met to-day 
and perfected an organization. About every 
manufacturer in the city signed the constitu- 
tion pledging himseif to stand by his brethren. 
Tt was resolved to shut down Saturday night for 
80 day. Any manufacturer, however, who ar- 
ranges with his men for 10 hours’ work and 10 
hours’ pay, which is the common ground taken 
by the association, may rule as he pleases, but 
no manufacturer in the association will continue 
to run or open upon any other terms, 


GERMANS DENOUNCE SOCIALISM. 

RocHEsTerR, N. Y., May 6.—At a large 
meeting of the German-American Society to- 
night Alderman Fritzsche, President of the so- 
ciety, made a speech condemning Socialism, and 
resolutions were passed urging the Germans of 
the country to hold aloof from all agitators of 
Socialistic doctrines and anarchy. These resolu- 
tions will be sent to every German-American so- 
ciety inthe country. A large number of brick- 
layersand masons struck this afternoon for 
eight hours. Jt is rumored that the molders of 
the city will strike again to-morrow. A lockout 
of several months’ duration occurred last Win- 
ter, which was then settled by arbitration. 


LONDON COMMENTS ON THE RIOTS. 

Lonpon, May 6.—The Pail Mall Gazette, 
commenting on the Anarchist riots at Chicago 
and Milwaukee, says that Europe, having 
adopted a system of exporting paupers to the 
United States, is primarily answerable for the 
troubles, and, secondly, that America has shown 
fatal kindness in receiving these paupers and is 
now reaping the results of her folly in trying to 


make American citizens out of the scum of Eu- 
rope. The Gazette quotes, apropos of its re- 
marks, James Russell Lowell’s ** The Sower.”’ 

The St, Jumes’s Gazette lauds the promptness 
of the Americans in discussing practical Social- 
ism at the point of the bayonet and with volleys 
of musketry, thus ignoring the aphorism that 
“force isno remedy.”’ The paper adds the ex- 
pression of trust that the American Republic 
ao now restrict free trade in murderous explo- 
sives, 

The Globe pronounces the riots the latest ebul- 
lition of the Socialistic wave which recently 
passed over London and Belgium. It thinks that 
the vigorous action of the New-York authorities 
in connection with strikes and boycotting is as- 
surance that the Americans will treat the other 
accursed exotic at Chicago with equal vigor, 





A PILLEA FOR CRURCH UNITY. 
New-Orzveans, May 6.—At the annual 
Council of the Diocese of Louisiana, Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church, to-day, Bishop Gallagher 
presiding, a series of resolutions were presented 
by Mr. James B. McGhee, planter and lawyer, of 
West Feliciana, on the subject of interblending 


allthe evangelical churches into one Christian 
body. The scheme was strongly opposed and as 
earnestly advocated, and finally, after an excit- 
ing debate of three hours, the tollowing was 
unanimously adopted as a substitute:

FATAL WINDS AND HAILSTONES. 
EmportA, Kan., May 6.—The worst rain 
and hailstorm ever known in this vicinity swept 
over the country just west of this city this fore- 
noon. It struck the west-bound Santa Fé train 
at Elmdale with such force as to break all the 
glass on the north side, and. even the 


slats of the blinds were broken by the 
buge hailstones, which are represented as 
being as large as apples. At Jacobs’s Creek, just 
southwest of this city, a waterspout swept over 
the place, drowning Mrs. Jacobs and her child. 
Details of the disaster could not be learned, but 
no other fatalities are reported. At Osage City 
nearly all the windows in the north side of the 
houses were broken. This city escaped with a 
very heavy rain and wind storm, and no damage 
of consequence is recordea. 


Woopsrock, lll., May 6.—A small cyclone 
struck the country between Ringwood and Mc- 
Henry, in this county, this afternoon. Three 
men were killed and several others wounded. 
The Coroner has gone to the spot, which cannot 
easily be reached to-nicht, and until his return 
further details will not be obtainable. 








QUARANTINE AGAINST TEXAS FEVER. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 6.—Gov. Oglesby 
to-day issued a proclamation scheduling all that 
portion of the United States south of the thirty- 
fifth parallel of latitude, east of the Missis- 
sippi River, and south of the thirty-sixth 


parallel of latitude west of the Mississippi River, 
Prohibiting the importation of cattle~ into 
the State of Illinois from these locali- 
ties between April 1 and Nov. 1 
of each year, on account of the 
existence of Texas or splenic fever, except un- 
ager certain regulations adopted by the State 
Board of Live Stock Commissioners and ap- 
proved by the Governor. The proclamation 
will go into effect on and after May 15, 1886, and 
on April 1 of each succeeding year.

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THE IRISH REFORM BILLS 


LORD HARTINGTON TO MAKE A 
MOTION FOR REJECTION. 

A TORY ESTIMATE OF LIBERAL OPPOSITION 
-—-AN IRISH BLUE BOOK—CATHOLIC 
PRIESTS INDORSE MR. GLADSTONE, 

Lonpon, May 6.—Lord Hartington has 
consented to introduce in the House of Com- 
mons a motion to reject Mr. Gladstone’s Home 
Rule bill on its second reading. The Conserva- 
tives calculate that 87 Liberals are pledged to 
support Lord Hartington. 

The Cabinet will on Saturday give its final de- 
cision on the question whether or not to accept 
amendments that will iuduce the Radicals to 
support the Irish bills. 

A Blue Book bas been issued containing the 
important acts of Parliament of the last cent- 
ury in relation to Ireland. They are four in 
number and are: The act of 1719, the object of 
which was better to secure the dependency of 
the Kingdom of Ireland on the Crown of Great 
Britain; the act of 1782, which repealed tne 
former measure; the act of 1783, which was in- 
tended to remove the doubts as to the jurisdic- 
tion of the Irish Parliament, and, last, the act of 


union. 

Four hundred Catholic priests attended! a 
meeting at Dungannon, County Tyrone, to-day, 
to give expression to their views on Mr. Glad- 
stone’s home rule policy, in compliance with the 
Premier’s invitation to all bodies in Ireland to 
take action in the matter. The Most Rev. Dan- 
1el McGettigan, D. D., Archbishop of the Diocere 
of Armagh, presided. Resolutions were unani- 
mously adopted indorsing Mr. Gladstone and his 
home rule policy. 

United Ireland, of Dublin, says the manifesto 
of Mr. Gladstone to his constituents portends 
the destruction of either the Liberal Party or of 
the seceders from that body. The document 
shows that the Premier is possessed of unrivaled 
courage and confidence. The result of Mr. 
Gladstone’s acts, says the paper, will be to bring 
the Irish and English democracies face to tace 
against class, bigotry, «nd selfishness. A Parlia- 
ment on College Green will not be the worst 
thing the golden butterflies will have to rue 
before the fountains that they have stirred 
have subsided. 

Mr. Gladstone was received in audience by the 
Queen to-day. 

The Cabinet council which was to have been 
held to-day was postponed until Saturday. 

The Procedure Committee of the House of 
Commons has agreed that on Mondays, Tues- 
days, Thursdays,and Fridays the House shall 
meet at8 P. M., adjourn trom 7 to9P. M. for 
dinner, and rise at 12:30 A. M. 

A committee of the Irish Methodist Church 
has appealed to the Conference to censure the 
Rev. Mr. Price Hughes, editor of the Methodist, 
for advocating home rule, The case has been 
referred to Dr Grieves, ex-President of the Con- 
ference, 

At a meeting of the Scottish Amicaple Life 
Assurance to-day, it was stated that fhe com- 
pany bad ceased to lend money on Irish lands, 
the future tenure of which is now in suspense, 
and that an account has been started to meet 
possible losses. Bank of Ireland stock is quoted 
at 249, the lowest point yet touched, 

There area number of Mormon missionaries 
in Switzerland trying to induce girls to emigrate 
to Utah, promising them happiness and prosper- 
ity. Some that have already been victimized 
write from Utah bitterly bewailing their fate. 

A warrant was to-day issued by a magistrate 
at the Bow-Street Police Court for the arrest 
of John Rogers, the manager of Miss Minnie 
Palmer, for threatening to fight a duel with Mr. 
Arnold. The latter gentleman is a member of 
the company which is playing **My Sweetheart” 
at the Strand Theatre, with Miss Palmer as the 
star, and it is alleged that the reason why Jobn 
Rogers wishes to shoot Mr. Arnold is that Miss 
Palmer favored the latter. 

The officials of the French New-Hebrides Com- 
pany on Espiritu Santo Island have been mas- 
sacred by a party of natives from Port Stanley. 
The Governor of New-Caledonia has dispatched 
a transport with troops to theisland to render 
any assistance that may be required. 


Lonpon, May 7.—The Daily News re- 
news its argument in favor of the Land Pur- 
chase bili on the ground that last year’s Land 
act authorized a British credit of £5,000,000 for 
the purpose of buying estates for smal! holders, 
and contained a provision that the act should be 
renewed when required. ‘** Therefore,” continues 
the News, **that £5,000.000 was only an install- 
ment. Radical opposition was then untbought 
of, though the security for repayment was 
inferior to that of Mr. Gladstone’s present pro- 
posal, which provides an ample guarantee for 
the whole of the money, instead of for only one- 
fifth, as previously.. ‘he Radicals appear to shy 
atan empty difference. The former act pro- 
posed to relieve tenants; the present bill pro- 
poses to relieve landlords. Land legislation has 
préviously failed from lack of vigor and resolu- 
tion. If grappled with firmly, all difficulty will 
disappear.”

GREECE STILL OBSTINATE. 
AN UNSATISFACTORY REPLY—THE FOREIGN 
MINISTERS TO LEAVE ATHENS, 


ATHENS, May 6.—The Greek Cabinet met 
this afternoon to discuss the collective note of 
the powers demanding more precise utterances 
that Greece will disarm. Itis believed the Cab- 
inet will refuse to yield to the demand. 

The reply of Premier Delyannis to the note of 
the powers has just been delivered, and-is con- 
sidere’? by them inadequate. The foreign Min- 


isters will leave Athens to-morrow morning. 
Great excitement prevails. The soldiers of the 
garrison have been summoned to the barracks, 
and itis reported that — will proceed to the 
front to-morrow. Several. members of the 
Chamber of Deputies who are officers in the army 
have been ordered to the front. The General 
commanding the Greek troops on the frontier 
telegraphs that the Turks are massing, and that 
he has ordered a similar movement by his 
troops. The British corvette Carysfort will take 
on board Sir Horace Rumbold, the English Min- 
ister, and proceed to Malta. A Turkish gunboat 
has arrived to convey from Athens Tewfik Bey, 
the representative of the Porte. 

The official journal of the Ministry says that 
as long asthe pressure of the ultimatum of the 
powers is allowed tu remain Greece will not dis- 
miss a single soldier from the army now mobil- 
ized. 


Lonpon, May 6.—Mr. Gladstone, in the 
House of Commons this afternoon, stated that 
Greece’s assurances in respect to keeping the 
peace were not sufficient to justify. Turkey's 
abandoning her warlike preparations for de- 
fense. He added that unless Greece complied 
with the terms of the collective note presented 
to her by the powers yesterday the powers 
would forthwith take the steps requisite to com- 
pel compliance.

‘CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Rome, May 6.—It is officially announced 
thatthe Archbishops of Rennes, Rheims, Sens, 
Baltimore and Quebec, are to be created Car- 
dinals. 

Twelve new cases of cholera and five deaths 
from the disease were reported in Vicenza 
yesterday. Ten cases of cholera are reported at 
Venice. A serious outbreak of cholera is an- 
nounced at Bari. 

Notwithstanding the objection of France to 
the apointment of a Papal Nuncio at Pekin, the 
Pope insists upon establishing direct relations 
with China. M. de Freycinet, the French Prime 
Minister, is negotiating with the Vatican with 
the object of establishing a,modus vivendi. 

Brussets, May 6.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M. Beernaert, Premier and 
Minister of Finance, thanked the members of 
the Opposition for their promise to support him 
in his efforts to solve the labor problem. The 
industrial outlook, he said, was gloomy, profes- 
sional labor agitators were deceiving the work- 
men and inciting them to commit crime. The 
Government, however, would continue inthe 
path of liberty, trusting to remedy the evil with- 
out having to resort to anti-Socialist measures 
similar to those adopted by Germany.

THE MAYFLOWER TAKES WATER. 


MR. PAINE’S NEW SLOOP YACHT AFLOAT 
AT LAST. 

Boston, May 6.—At least 2,000 people 
gathered in and about the Lawley’s ship yard at 
City Point, South Boston, to-day, to witness the 
launch of the Mayflower, Gen. Charles J. Paine’s 
new siocp, from this spot, where her famous 
mate, the Puritan, took the water a year ago. It 
was acrowd composed of all grades of society, 
very brilliant in spots, including yachtsmen of 
note, some froma distance, and large numbers 
of ladies, many in jaunty’Spring costumes, who 
swarmed about the shiphouse and occupied 
adjacent wharves, yards, and buildings—every 


available spot from which a sight of the vessel 
could be got as she slid intothe dock. The 
water inthe vicinity wasalso dotted with all 
kinds of cratt well laden with sightseers. The 
throngs gathered early, and as the yacht was cra- 
died under cover, so that the final preparations 
could be seen by comparatively only a few, and 
the launch was somewhat delayed, the waits 
were long and tiresome. It was just about 
noon when the business was begun. Then 
George Lawley, one of the yacht’s builders, 
gave the order to “wedge up.” At the word 20 
airs of stalwart arms seized as many siedge 
ammers, and began to drive the wedges which 
raised the yacht from the blocks on which the 
keel rested, and left her snuely ensconced in 
the cradle, which itself rested on the well 
greased ways that led down to the water. 

A half hour afterward, as soon as she had been 
raised sufficiently, a man witha sledge was sta- 
tioned at each of the spur shoes at the torward 
end of the cradle on either side, and the blocks 
and other loose material were removed from be- 
neath the keel. Then Mr. Lawley, with a final 
glance all around, to see that everything 
was ready, ave the last order, ‘“ Knock 
away.” A single blow sent the spur 
shores flying, and after a few moments’ hesita- 
tion and an application of jackscrews the beau- 
tiful craft moved toward the water, siowly at 
first, but gaining momentum at every foot. It 
was when she emerged from the house into the 
dock, entering the water like a swan, that the 
multitude ashore and afloat got its first sight 
of ber. Then there came the boom of 
yacht cannon, the screeching of tug whistles, 
and shouts and cheers from human throats. but 
to the general disappointment, instead of mak- 
ing a splash and a shoot, she did not move twice 
her length in the dock. The dredge, which 
had been at work deepening the basin, not hav- 
ing received all the depth of water necessary, 
the cradle, which was still under her, stuck in 
the mud, and it was this that brought her toa 
standstill. 

No damage was done and a tug took hold end 
drew her out. Among or more people on 
board when pond ig re left the ways were Com- 
modore Henry S, Hovey, of the Eastern Yacht 
Club; Gen. Patne, her owner; Mr. Edward 
Burgess, her designer; Capt. Phil Ellsworth, of 
New-York, the designer of the New-York At- 
lantic, a competitor of the Mayflower; Mr. 
Voorhees and wife, of New-York, who made a 
special visit to Boston to see the new boat 
launched,and other gentiemen and ladies more or 
less known in aquatic circles, Though the party 
stood well upin the bow, and the usual christ- 
ening ceremony was anticipated by onlookers, 
nothing of the kind took place. There waa, in 
fact, no formality except that of the real work 
of the buildersin preparing the Mayflower for 
her change of element. The yard workmen, 
however, celebrated the event, drinking success 
to her from mugs of foaming beer from a keg 
provided by an ex-Alderman. As the Mayflower 
entered the wateran American flag flew from 
the stern, and the pennant of the Eastern Yacht 
Club, in which she is to be enrolled, was at the 


bow. 

The building of the Mayflower began on the 
25th of January. Sheis slightly larger than the 
Puritan, five fest longer, one foot wider, and 
draws a foot more water aft. She hasa slightly 
fuller midsbip rection, but is as sharp forward 
and aft, and has tbe same parrow overhanging 
stern as the Puritan. Her sternpost has more 
rake to it, making her length less on the 
keel. The keel, made of two oak logs, 
originally 60 feet long and 23° Inches 
square, is believed to be the heaviest 
ever put into a yacht in this country. The cen- 
treboard isabout 22 feet long, 10 feet wide, and 
4 inches thick, built of oak and hard pine, and 
fastened by steel bolts. The planking of the 
hull is of oak and yellow pine, the knees of 
hackmatack, and the floor rafters—12 in 
number—of iron. The deck beams are 
of hackmatack and the deck and _. bul- 
warks of _ white pine. The rail is of the 
best white oak. Copper and_= galvan- 
ized iron bolts and locust treenails are 
used as fastenings. The companion way and 
coamings are of. mahogany, and the cabin is 
finished in mahogany and painted wood. Her 
mast, of Oregon pine, and other spars are ready 
to be fitted at once. Her sails will consist of 
a mainsail, with 53 feet hoist, forestaysail, jib, 
jibtopsail, bailoon jibtopsail, spinnaker, and 
working and club topsails. It is exvected that 
ane will be ready for a trial trip within a fort- 
night. 


BEATING THE RECORD. 

NEw-ORLEANS, May 6.— The Cromwell 
Line steamship Louisiana, Commander E. V. 
Gager, from New-York, arrived in port this 
afternoon. She has completed the quickest trip 
ever made between New-York and this port. 
She sailed from New-York at 4:35 P, M. on the 
1st inst., passed Sandy Hook at 5:30 P. M., ex- 
perienced strong easterly breezes to Cape Hat- 
teras, andthence had good steaming weather. 


She passed in the jetty at 7:50 this morning, and 
arrived in port at 4:03 this afternoon, making 
the run from Sandy Hook tothe jetty in 4 days 
14 bours and 20 minutes, ana from wharf to 
wharf in 4 days 23 hours and 30 minutes. This is 
1 hour and 30 minutes less than the record of the 
Morgan Line steamship Eureka, which made the 
run trom New-York to this port in December last 
in 5daysand 1 hour. The Louisiana, in com- 
ing up the river, had an unusually strong cur- 
rent to contend with, as the rivertis bank full, 
whereas the Eureka, when she made her fast 
run, had a slow current and a low river. A large 
number of friends of Commander Gager were at 
the wharf awaiting the arrival of the vessel, and 
when she finally got abreast a Commodore's sa- 
lute of 11 guns boomed over the waters, at which 
the multitude on the wharf cheered and waved 
their hats and handkerchiefs. After the Louisi- 
ana was landed a large number of persons went 
on board and congratulated Commander Gager 
on his vessel having beaten the record. The 
distance between the two ports is 1,781 miles. 








AMERICAN OPERA IN BALTIMORE. 

BALTIMORE, Md., May 6.—The brief sea- 
son of American opera, four performances, be- 
gan to-night with “*Orpheus and Eurydive,” at 
the Academy of Music. The opera, which was 


given for the first time bere, was much ad- 
mired, and the elaborate representation given 
by the American Opera Company was certainly 
@ great surprise to the fashionable audience 
present, although they bad been led to expect 
great things from the company. It was by 
far the most perfect operatic performance 
ever heard here, while the superb scenery 
and costumes excelled any previous spectacular 
production here. The audience was most de- 
monstrative in applause throughout the even- 
ing. Emma Juch and Helene Hastreiter made a 

reat hit in the respective réles of Eurydics and 
Suede, while the fine playing of the orchestra 
led by Mr. Thomas, the splendid workof the 
chorus,and the highly attractive ballet made the 
performance notable in general completeness 
aud brilliancy.

WALLINGFORD’S ARSON CAS@Z. 

WALLINGFORD, Conn., May 6.—The 
Morse arson case, the biggest case this town ever 
saw, took a new turn to-day when Officer Roger 
S. Austin brought Frank H. Morse here from 
Trenton, N. J. Morse has been out on bonds for 
several weeks, his first case having gone over to 
the October term of the Superior Court. He 
was arrested this time charged with setting fire 
to his glass works in May, 1883. A count charg- 
ing him with this was nolled at the first trial. 
His shop was twice burned, and the case now 
before the Superior Court is for the second fire. 
The new arrest 1s said to be due to the prosecu- 
tion having obtained new evidence. What this 
iswas not brought out to-day, forthe hearing 
was continued for four weeks. Bonds of $3,000 
were furnished by Emory H. Morse, father of the 
accused. From the prominence and high stand- 
ing of the persons concerned the case is attract- 
ing great attention throughout the State. Wal- 
lingford is about evenly divided on the question 
of Morse’s guilt.

DESPERATE STRUGGLE ON A 
LONELY ROAD AT NIGHT. 
GEORGE COE SHOT AND PERHAPS FATAL“ 
LY WOUNDED—AN EXCITING EVENT: 

FOR ENGLEWOOD PEOPLE, 

George S. Coe, Jr., and his brother,! 
Louis, nephews of President Coe, of the Amer-| 
ican Exchange Bank, in this city, started at 9:30: 
Wednesday evening to walk from Nathan A. 
Chapman’s house on the Tea Neck road, one 
mile aud a quarter west of Englewood, N. J., to 
their home about a half mile down the road. It 
wasa lonely journey, and the night was thick 
with fog. When about half way home the 
Coe brothers saw a flash of light behind a clump 
of apple trees, The flame flickered for a moment, 
flared up, and then went out. The young men 
walked forward cautiously and presently the 
light flared up again. It burned long enough 
for them tosee that it came from the windowg 
of the Tea Neck schoolhouse, a small, two-story 
building standing on the edge of the road. The 
brothers stood in the roadway for several 
moments waiting for the lignt to reappear. As 
they waited they heard a grinding noise as of 


some one cutting or boring into a hard board 
Presently the noise ceased and the windows werd 
dimly lighted up from within. 

“What is it ?”” whispered Louis Coe, the young« 
er of the brothers. . 

** Some one striking matches,” said George Coa 
“Till bet it’s a burglar !” 

The young men hesitated a moment, undecided 
what todo. ‘Ihen the excitement of the thing 
stirred them to action. 

** Here, Lou,” said George, speaking under hiq 
breath, “ you go down and get Jake Brinkerhoff, 
and hurry up, and Ili lie low here and watch 
the schoolhouse.”’ 

Louis Coe darted off like a rocket and, being a 
switt runner, soon had Jacob Brinkerhoff, a 
neighbor, in tront of the schoolhouse. Brinker 
hott is Secretary of the Sabbath school which 
meets in the schoolhouse every Sunday, and 
George Coe is its Superiatendent. George told 
his brother and Brinxerboft to fall in behind 
him and make a dash into the schoolhouse. The 
three men advanced softly to the north front 
door and tried to getin. Wne door was locked, 
however, and they tried the south front door, 
which faces the road on the same end of the 
building. Thesouth door was open and they, 
walked into the entry which runs crosswise’ 
along the front of the building and is separated) 
from the schoolroom by a plaster partition. The: 
south door to the partition was ajur. George! 
Coe pushed it wide open and stopped on the 
tbreshold. 

*“Who’s there? Speak!” hesaid. 
you doing here?” ' 

There was no answer. Suddenly a bolt of fire! 
leaped out of the darkness, the windows rattled 
with the concussion of a discharged firearm, and 
arevolver bullet struck the door frame an inch! 
trom George Coe’s shoulder. Inthe instantane-. 
ous lash of fire from the muzzle of the weapon 
A Man Was seen Crouching beside a desk in the 
front of the school room with the leveled re« 
volver in hia hand. 

““Come away, George!’ shouted Lonis Co 
and Brinkerhoff in a breath. “Come away 
You will be killed!” ‘ 

The words were scarcely spoken when a sec~ 
ond tongue of flame darted out of the darkness 
and another bullet went whizzing out through 
the doorway. Louis Coe and Brinkerhoff turned! 
and ran and George Coe followed them. The 
burglar remained in the schoolhouse. 

After a brief consultation Brinkerhoff started 
home to geta revolver with which to fight the 
burglar, and the two Coes stood guard over the 
building. Louis stood where he couid watch 
the north door and the windows on the north 
side of the house, and George guarded the south 
door. Each dooris approached from the out- 
side by ashort flight ot steps,and is guarded 
bya low wooden railing. George stood at the 
bottom of the south flight of steps, bis head 
being on alevel with the top of the railing. 
Brinkerhoff ran with all speed toward his home. 
He had gone about 100 yards down the road 
when steps were heard in the schoolhouse entry. 

A moment later the burglar threw open the 
south front door and stepped out upon the plat- 
term at the head of the tlightof steps. George 
Coe took a step forward. Before he could utter 
a word the revolverin the burgiar’s hands blazed 
forth for the third time and George Coe felt 
something like a stinging bot steel rod run down 
the right side of his face and piunge into his 
breast. At almost the same instant the burglar 
leaped from the plattorm. George caught hint 
withagrip like iron and together they rolled 
overinthe dirt. Forasingle moment the men 
struggled in silence and then for the fourth time 
the revolver belcbed fourth its stream of fire. 
George Coe felt the bullet hit his abdomen, and 
his grasp on the burgiar relaxed. 

The burglar turned over on his side and as he 
did so a heavy irou jimmy, swung by the etal- 
wart arms of Louis Goe, crashed down upon bis 
head. Louis leaned over and, striking at arm’s 
length, rained terrific blows upon the burgiar’d 
face and: head. Brinkerhoff turned back upon 
hearing the pistol shots, and, catching up a 
heavy iron brace with which the burglar had 
been boring holesin the teacher’s desk in the 
school room, beat the man vigorously. The 
burgiar groaned aud, writhing over on his back, 
lay motionless. 

“That will do, Jake,” said Louis Coe. “* We 
have killed him. Turn him over.” 


As the burglar was turned overon his face a 
stream of blood spurted from his mouth. 
Brinkerboft and Louis Coe tied his hands to-' 
gether on bis back with a handkerchief, and ag 
they gave the knot an extra twist they wera 
startled at hearing a cry for help from George 
Coe, who seemed to be somewhere down thd 
road. Running down the road about 250: feea 
they found George Jyiug in the path bleeding 
profusely from wounds in his head, breast, and 
abdomen. 

“T-—lI’m dying, Lou!” he gasped. 
brandy! Quick!” 

Overcontident of his physical strength, George 
Coe, wounded and with blood running from him 
in streams, had attempted torun home. Brinker- 
hoff got a horse and wagon from a neighbor and 
took him to his house, a quarter of a mile down 
the road. Louis Coe went with the wagon part 
way, and, knowing that George would find 
plenty of care at home without him, ran back 
to the schoolhcuse. The burglar was gone. .The 
jimmy, brace, and a bulldog revolver lay on the 
groundina poolof blood. Without thinking of the 
Chapman House, less than a quarter of a mile 
away, where he couljd have tound helpy Louis 
ran with all speed to Englewood village. On the 
outskirts of the viliage a reception was bein 
held inthe armory. Iu a highly excited state o 
mind Louis rushed into the reception with the 
startling announcement that his brother George 
had been murdered, and that the murderer bad 
escaped, Several of the ladies present screamed 
with fright, the gentlemen hurried on their 
wraps, and ina few minutes all Englewood was 
astir. 

The cry was borne from street tostreet thati 
George Coe had been murdered and men were 
wanted to hunt the murderer. Soon the streets 
were filled with people gathered in affrighted& 
groups under the gasiampe, lanterns twinkled 
in stables and barns, and a horseman’ went gale 
loping westward at full speed. A few minutes 
later another followed, and then athbird and #& 
fourth, and soon the beat of horses’ hoofs 
could be heard on all the streets of Engie« 
wood. Then an irregular column of armed men 
turned out of the main street of Englewood and 
climbed the hill leading to the Tea Neck School- 
house. More than 200 men had gathered on:-the 
Tea Neck road by llo’clock. Men on foot were 
stationed along the roads and horsemen scoured 
the fields in all directions. An hour passed by 
and no trace of the burglar was found. At the 
end of the second hour many of the searchers 
went home, promising to meet at the school- 
house in the morning to continue the search, 
Louis Coe and a tew others kept up the hunt ail 
night.

Back of the barn,in a plowed 
field, the burglar’s tracks were followed for 
some distance. After leaving the field the 
trail led along a grass plot beside a wire 
fence. Under a board in the fence tha 
searching party found the bit with 
which the burgiar had been boring. It was 
wrapped in a bioody piece of paper. From the 
point where the bit was found the trail led 
along the back track about 50 feet, and upona 
bit of greensward, in a lane ieading to the West 
Sbore Railroad track, the searchers were thrown 
completely off the scent.

THE NEW AQUEDUCT BILL 


PASSED IN BOTH HOUSES AND 
READY FOR THE GOVERNOR, 
THE MAYOR AND CONTROLLER TAKEN FROM 
THE BOARD AND THREE NEW COMMIS- 

SIONERS ADDED. 


AtBany, May 6.—The supplemental 
charges against-Judge Donohne,. after one more 
struggie against them on the part of the Judge's 
friends, were introduced in the Assembly by 
Mr. Kruse, of Cattaraugus, to-day, and referred 
to the Judiciary Committee, to be-considered-at 
the same time with the charges-of:the New-York 
Bar Association. Early in the morning Mr. 
Kruse got up tg move a suspension-of the rules. 
The Judge’s friends have for a week 
strenuously objected to the reception of 
these supplemental charges. It-is claimed that 
they are more serfous in their nature than the 
charges preferred by the Bar Association. Two 
of them relate tothe escape-of Mother Mandel- 
paum, Néw-York’s notorious “fence,” and of 
Johnny Jourdan, the notorious bank burglar, 
twooases in which justice-was cheated, as al- 
leged, by the judicial conduct of Judge Dono- 
hue. Objection was raised to Mr. Kruse’s prop- 
osition, and he moved that a session be held be- 
tween 8:30 and 4 o'clock for the purpose of fp- 
troducing the-documents of which the Judge’s 
friends have been so shy. 

A baseball match between some-of the Assem- 
blymen had been planned forthe-afternoon and 
a@ prompt objection was entered to the request. 
The motion was lost by a vote of 82 to 57. The 
persistent member from Oattaraugus then 
sharply moved that the morning session be ex- 
tended 10 minutes, and this the Speaker declared 
carried.

FOR TRUNK LINES TO’ CONSIDER. 

A meeting of the trunk line pool’s Ex- 
ecutive Committee has been called by Commis- 
sioner Fink at his office to-day. It is said to have 
been the purpose of the pool roads at this 
meeting to begin a vigorous “ boycott” 
against the Chicago andAtlantic, but the resigna- 
tion of President Jewett has changed these 
plans, and it is stated now that the Erie Com- 
pany will hereafter vouch for the Chicago and 
Atlantic, and that this fact will be brought out 
at the meeting.

‘WORK RESUMED BY MANY FIRMS— DULL 
NESS IN CAR BUILDING. 
Derrrott, Mich., May¢6—Strike matters 
“temain largely unchanged from yesterday. ‘The 
,situation in the western part of the city,-where 
the strike-begun, shows the Michigan Car Works 
and the Detroit Steel and Spring Works still 
closed, with the men showing-no disposition to 
return, In the eastern end of the town the 
Peninsular Oar Works and the Pullman Car 
shops remain closed. The other factories which 
were-closed yesterday in that region, on account 
of the intimidation of the workmen, opened up 
again this morning, their‘men returning and 
expressing themselves as entirely willing to 
to work. The Murphy Ohnair Facto 
ussell Wheel and Foundry Company De: 
troit Carriage Woodwork Company, Force 
& Dickinson Cooperage Company, and the 8. 
W. Thompson Cooperage Company comprise the 
firms that have resumed. The mentothe num- 
ber of 8,000 or 4,000 were harangued last night on 
the market groundsin the Western part of the 
city. To-day they have spent the time in march- 
ing about listening to speeches and drumming 
ups few recruits from shops that have been 
sited, the largest of these being Baugh’s Steam 
Forge, whose men joined the crowd on invita- 
tion. The men have moderated their de- 
mands somewhat, their claim now being for 
nine hours’ work at hours’ pay, and 
that men getting $1 10 or less per 
day shall have an advance of 15 cents per day, 
with no change in higher-priced men. There 
has been the best of order, he men have won 
on popular sympathy by their splendid be- 
havior. Their speakers have also counseled 
moderation and advised them to keep away 
from saloons. It is doubtful whether the car 
companies will yield to the latest modified de- 
mands of the men. They claim that they can- 
not. Manager Hecker, of the Peninsular 
Works, said this morning that car building 
in 1884 to 1886 averaged 25,000 cars per 
year, as against 125,000 per annum for 1880 to 
1852. Asa consequence several large establish- 
mentsin different parts of the country have 
shut down altogether, and others are running 
on part time only. The stronger shops are 
taking contracts at very low figures in order to 
keep their men employed. In December last 
his works bid fora lotof freight cars with 10 
other competitors, and lost a quarter of a mill- 
fon job by only $150. Had he secured that 
work his profit would have been less than $5 on 
eagh car. This looks blue for any increase in 
the wages of the men.

® STRIKERS UNDER RESTRAINT. 

Crnormnnati, Ohio, May 6.—The back of 
the strike has been broken. It is due in part to 
the remarkable energy on the part of Mayor 
Smith and in part to the half hearted disposi- 
tion-of the strikers. While there are more men 
out to-day than there were yesterday, it 18 evi- 
dent they will not long remain out and that vio- 
lence is improbable. Tife Mayor last night-telo- 
graphed a request to the Governor to place the 
Fourteenth Regiment of militia under arms in 


Columbus, with a special train in readiness to 
bring them to Cincinnati on fast timo the 
moment they were needed. At the same time 
the First Regiment was summoned to the ar- 
mory here and have been lying on their arms all 
day. Telegrams to phe omy on brought two 
companies of regulars to the Newport Barracks. 
They arrived at 8 A. f., and, although only to 
protect Government property, the news that 
they are here was alone  enoug to 
intimidate if not subdue the strikers. Several 
hundred special police have been sworn in and 
posted at dangerous points, and, in conformity 
to a proclamation by the Mayor, meetings were 
held to-night in numerous voting prensincts for 
organization of squads of defenders of propert 

in case they are needed. As a consequence of all 
this the strikers are to-night nearly all at their 
homes or assembie only In small groups. The 
freight handlers have all returned to their 
places, which permits the resumption of freight 
shipments and removes the most vexing feature 
of the trouble to business men. The freight 
handlers’ demand was for $1 50 a day for eight 
hours’ work instead of $1 20 for 10 hours. The 
terms upon which they return to work are $1 83 
for 10 hours. Similar compromises are under 
oe ~ngaaama in severalof the iarge manufac- 
ories, 

Laborers on a street railroad and others work- 
ing for the city water works were compelled to 
stop work to-day. The Mayor has appointed a

Yesterday Dr. Watt refused to issues 
certificate of death. Coroner Menninger will 
hold an inquest to-day.

WASHINGTON May 6.—Senator Fair, of Neva- 
da, has written the following letter to the Secretary of 
the Interior. setting fortha plan forthe settlement of 
the Apache question: = 


DNITED STATHS SENATE, WASHINGTON, April 10. 
The Hon. L. Q. O. Lamar, Seeretary of the Intertor ¢ 

DEAR 8IR: I inclose the pamphlet of which I spoke 
to you yesterday. By examining the map you will see 
the exact position of the Santa Catalina Island. Itis 
isolated and too far from the shore for any ordinary 
boat to reach it. My idea that if the Apaches 
were put on this island they would require 
no guards, and all that would be needed 
would be a small steam tender and crew to run 
between the island and the port of Tr tetnenee, for 
the purposes of communication ap supply. This 
would, in my opinion, set the Apache question at rest 
forever; would save the country many valuable lives, 
and the Government millions of money. The title to 
the island is perfect. As neataslcan remember, the 
price asked by the owners is either 83 or $4 per acre. 
Owing to the location of the island the climate is as 
mild and salubrious as can be found anywhere in the 
world. Should you look with favor upon my sugges- 
tion as to the value of this island for the purposes 
named, I shall be glad at any timeto go more into de- 
tail with you upon the subject. I am yours, very 
truly, JAMES G. FAIR. 

Senator Fatr, when spoken to upon the subject, said 
that he really believed the Indians would be pleased

In endeavoring to extract from the 
Chicago riot morals unfavorable to Mr. 
GLaDsToNne’s Home Rule bill, the London 
newspapers opposed to that measure have 
fallen into strange and fantastical blun- 
ders, The Standard explains that ‘the 
rioters belong to the motley crowd that 
have fled from prisons in their own coun- 
tries to find in America, pending the 
construction of an Irish Parliament, 
a secure resting place.” The Telegraph 
observes that “‘“‘the Chicago riot has 
shown us anew what manner of men the 
supporters of these Irish bills beyond the 
Atlantic are.” Bohemians and Poles do 
not take much interest in home rule for 
Ireland. The supporters of these Irish bills 
are either Irishmen or Americans, Irish 
names appear frequently in the reports of 
the riots, but without exception they are 
the names of men who as policemen have 
rendered heroic services, and some of 
whom have died valiant deaths in defense 
of public order. The only ex-subject 
of her Majesty who has been found 
among the Anarchists is one. Sam 
FIgLDEN, who is no more an _ Irish 

fome Ruler than he is a Conservative 
Peer. He is a true-born Engiishman, and 
without doubt he shares the belief of the 
Standard and the Jelegraph that an Irish- 
man is an inferior creature, being, in fact, 
little better than a-savage and entirely 
unfit to govern himself. 








THE ANARCHISTS AND LABOR. 

The pretension of the Chicago Anarch- 
ists to speak in the name of the laboring 
men of that city has been promptly re- 
buked by the trades unions there, and 
there is no doubt that if the chiefs of the 
murderous gang were left to the disposal 
of real workmen they would give them 
short shrift. This feeling among the 
Chicago laboring class is beyond ques- 
tion shared by the great body of 
the same class in all parts of the 
Union. No men are more injured by 
the attempt to involve them in the bloody 
methods of the Anarchists than those 
who depend on the demand for their daily 
labor for support. All question of prin- 
ciple apart, these men can see. easily 
enough that violence of this sort, or any 
violence if it become general, puts a 
stop to enterprises and checks the steady 
advance of industry which goes on in 
peaceful times and must go on if the 
increasing members of the human family 
are to find the means of living in their 
common activity and mutual services. 

But while the methods of the Anarchists 
are such as all sober workingmen must 
frown upon, their purposes and ideas are 
still more dangerous and ought to meet 
with just as vigorous and determined con- 
demnation. The Anarchists make war on 
property. Their central notion, so far as 
they have any sincere notions, is that 
property is historically proved to have 
had its beginning in robbery. From this 
it follows that laws which are made for 
the protection of property have no claim 
to respect or obedience, and that the 
officers of the law are enemies of man- 
kind. This is the doctrine preached by 
the Anarchists of Europe, particularly 
by those of Russia, Poland, Ger- 
many, and France. The extremist 
and most logical of the school are Rus- 
sians, who have lived under the govern- 
ment of the Czar. Of these the Prince 
KRAPOTKINE is the leader. He has ar- 
dent admirers and apostles of his gospel 
in France, and there is even an Anarchist 
party in the French Republic with a news- 
paper organ and representatives in the 
Municipal Legislature of Paris, and with 
sympathizers in the Chamber of Deputies, 
one of whom recently defended a brutal 
murder by a mob at Decazeville. It is 
from this school that the Anarchists now 
in this country have graduated, and most 
of them are Germans or Poles, though 
now and then an Englishman, like FIELD- 
EN, of Chicago, joins with them. So far 
as appears not an American born has been 
found in their number, and, we may add, 
not an Irishman. 

They are pushing their wild doctrines 
with insane zeal among the workingmen, 
but they are not likely to find many con- 
verts. Their central idea, that, histor- 
ically, property is robbery, will not be ac- 
cepted in the United States. It is almost 
within the memory of men now living 
that the millions of square miles of rich 
farming land beyond the Alleghany 
Mountains have been reclaimed from the 
wilderness by the labor of those who now 
own and till them, or who have trans- 
mitted them to the present owners. 
The value of this immense property, 
four times as great as that of all 


the capital invested in manufactures, and 
producing every year as much as all the 
gold and silver mines of the country pro- 
duce in 80 years, came from labor and 
from labor only. It is the fruit of con- 
quest, not of men, but of nature, and 


stands the perpetual and invincible proof 
of the beneficence of the principle of 
property. From the products of the land, 
from their exchange, consumption, man- 
ufacture, have sprung all other forms of 


capitr!, industry, and property. It is not 
tothe men who own this property, who 


have made it, or seen their fathers make 
it, that the doctrine that property is rob- 
bery can be preached. 

Nor can this doctrine, in the long run, 





succeed any better with the wageworkers 
of America, Of these the great majority 
already own property in one shape or an- 
other, or hope and labor toownit. The 
twelve hundred millions of dollars in the 
savings banks of the United States belong 
almost entirely to them: They ewn a 
very large share of the houses, especially 
outside of the great cities and in the sub- 
urbs of these. Every man and woman of 
them who have laid aside a few dollars 
against old age or for the schooling of 
their children, especially those who 
have built their modest homes, largely 
with the aid of borrowed capital, need 
no argument as to whether their property 
is robbery, or as to what they have to 
gain from the lunatics and scoundrels 
who are spreading the doctrine of gener- 
al anarchy. Whatever progress the An- 
archists may make:among the working- 
men who are forced or who choose to live 
from hand to mouth, they will meet an 
impassable barrier in that vast class of 
honest, industrious men and women who 
already have savings or who are striving 
for them; who have the strongest interest 
in the present peace and order of society, 
and who know that their future and that 
of their children depend on the firm en- 
forcement of the law. 








THE AQUEDUCT ‘“ DEAL,” 

The passage of the Aqueduct bill in its 
amended form yesterday is. a surprising 
performance, Only five votes were re- 
corded against it in the Assembly, and 
those were cast by County Democrats 
from this city. The amendment was con- 
curred in by the Senate with only five 
negative votes, those of CULLEN, DALY, 
DunuHay, and Murpsy, of this city, and 
Pierce, of Brooklyn, all Democrats. The 
disreputable history of the original 
bill bas been made clear in the 
columns of THE TIMES, and it was 
undoubtedly the product of a political 
‘‘deal” having in view the disposition of 
patronage and the control of the aqueduct 
vote. Besides, it is one of the series of 
bills intended to increase the political and 
official power of Commissioner SQUIRE, 
or rather of the clique of which he is the 
tool, and to strengthen the alliance of the 
Republican contingent led by JOHNNY 
O’Brien with the Tammany leaders. 
Nothing for the benefit of the public is 
contemplated by this corrupt combina- 
tion. 

The bill which proposed to add to the 
Aqueduct Commission three members to 
be appointed by the Governor originated 
with Mr. JoHN O’BRIEN, the leading con- 
tractor for the construction of the aque- 
duct and Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee. His object was partly 
to facilitate the acceptance of his work, 
and partly to promote party ends in this 
city. To purchase these advantages lib- 
eral promises for a division of patronage 
were made, together with a _ conces- 
sion in regard to the control of 
votes in the Congressional district 
through a part of which the aqueduct 
runs. This latter is supposed to have been 
the bait with which Speaker HustED was 
caught and with which he is now said to 
have been entangled in the support of the 
whole series of bills for the sacrifice of the 
interests of this city to the new ‘“‘ring” that 
surrounds Commissioner Squire. Of the 
three new Commissioners, one was to be 
a Democrat in the interest of Mr. JoHNn 
O’BRIEN, one a Republican, doubtless 
acceptable to JoHNNY O'BRIEN and his 
Tammany allies, and one a representative 
of the counties traversed by the aqueduct, 
in the interest presumably of Mr. Hustep, 
HaMILTON Fisu, Jr., being assumed to be 
the predestined representative. 

These three men, with Commissioner 
SQUIRE, would, if the aid of Commissioner 
SPENOER, generally rated as a. Tammany 
man, could be relied on, control the aque- 
duct work to suit their multifarious pur- 
poses. But, ‘‘to make assurance doubly 
sure and take a bond of fate,” the amend- 
ment of yesterday was sprung by PLatTT, 
of Poughkeepsie, who is always ready to 
assist in political jobbery, and this strikes 
from the Aqueduct Board the Mayor and 
Controller of the city, leaving the com- 
bination in absolute control. It may be 
true that the Mayor and Controller are 
too busy with their regular official duties 
to give much attention to the details of 
the aqueduct work, but they are proper 
representatives of the city to have a voice 
in its administration and to exercise a 
supervision in the interest of honesty 
and economy. It might be prudent to 
relieve them if the purpose were to secure 
a commission to give closer attention to the 
work and more strictly guard the public 
interests. But the purpose being to make 
this great undertaking what the people 
have been anxious from the first to pre- 
vent it from becoming, a political job, 
their displacement will be a calamity. It 
is a part of the design to deliver the work 
over wholly to a corrupt political com- 
bination. 

It is very strange that all the Republic- 
ans of the Senate and Assembly—some of 
them unquestionably honest and public- 
spirited men—should have been deluded 
into this scheme. Neither they nor all 
the Democrats in the Legislature but ten 
could have been convinced that its pur- 
pose was to promote efficiency and hon- 
esty in the construction of the aqueduct. 
Most of them must have been cognizant 
of the “deal” involved and aware 
that the object was to promote political 
ends at the expense of the people of this 
city, who must pay for the aqueduct 
and all the extravagance that it may en- 
tail in the hands of a corrupt gang 
of politicians, They must also have 
known that it was part of a greater 


“job,” that hardly has a parallel in the 
long history of jobbery with which this 
plundered and misgoverned city has been 
the victim, aided and abetted always by 
the Legislature. Men like Pirrs and 
SLoaN and Henpricks in the Senate seem 


to have put themselves on a level with 


CoGGESHALL and Raines and VEDDER to 
gain some fancied political advantage 
at the expense of honor and public 
decency, while all the trusted men 


of the Assembly from Speaker HusTEp 


down joined in the corrupt bar- 
gain with ‘the clique of which ROLLIN 
M, S@urrE is the central figure and 
Mavuricz B. FLYNN the leading spirit. 
The Governor has been confidently count-

ed on to help carry out the bargain, which 
is evidence enough that the Republican 
Party vf the State has nothing to gain by 
it, and all this sacrifice of honor and de- 
cency is for the special behoof of the 
O’Brien-Tammany combination here, with 
contingent benefit to James W. Husrep, 
It is to be hoped that it is not to be taken 
as an earnest that the rest of the jobbery 
involved in the Bruns bills is to slip 
through with the same ease, which would 
cover this Legislature with an infamy 
that we had hoped it would avoid,

THE GAS BILLS. 


The Governor has in his hands three 
important bills relating to the gas supply 
in this city. They are the fruit of along 
and careful study of the subject by legis- 
lative committees, experts, and citizens, 
They were drawn in the interest of 
the people who have been plundered 
by a combination of grasping monopo- 
lies, and the votes by which they were 
passed show that the influence of rich and 
powerful corporations could accomplish 
nothing against the overwhelming tide 
of popular approval. 

The Reilly bill was passed by the unani- 
mous vote of the Senate and a majority 
of 117 tolin the Assembly. The Thomas 
bill found only one adverse vote in the 
Senate and only one in the Assembly. 
The Murphy Commission bill was unani- 
mously supported in the Senate, and in 
the Assembly it was passed by a vote of 
87 to 2 The first reduces the price 
of gas in this city to $1 25; the 
second authorizes the incorporation of 
new companies to sell gas here for a price 
not exceeding $1 25, and capitalists are 
waiting for an opportunity to organize 
and go into business under its provisions; 
and the third creates a commission whose 
duty it shall be to supervise the operations 
of gas companies and confine them within 
the limits of a good law. 

Small defects in these bills, if there 
be any, can be easily remedied next 
year. As they stand they are work of 
which the Legislature may well be 
proud. While they primarily serve 
the people, at the same time they 
protect capital that is or may be actually 
invested in the gas business. That the 
maximum price fixed in the bills is suffi- 
cient is shown by the testimony and re- 
ports submitted by the committees, by 
the willingness of capitalists to risk 
$2,500,000 under the conditions prescribed, 
by abundant evidence from experts and 
practical gasmakers, and by the recent 
attempts of existing companies in New- 
York to make contracts for long terms at 
$1 25. Probably the Governor will take 
great pleasure in signing these three 
excellent measures. 








ELASTIC LAND GRANTS, 


The House of Representatives has 
passed, by the decisive vote of 216 to 9, a 
bill directing the Secretary of the Interior 
to adjust, without delay, all of the rail- 
road land grants in the State of Kansas. 
It is provided in the bill that if the rail- 
road companies have taken more land 
than they were entitled to receive the 
Attorney-General shall proceed in the 
courts to cause these lands to be restored 
to the public domain. 

The passage of this bill has directed at- 
tention to the work of adjusting railroad 
land grants now being carried on in the 
Land Office. It appears that the Commis- 
sioner has been trying to do what this bill 
directs the Secretary to do with reference 
to the Kansas grants, and has also under- 
taken to adjust other grants. This adjust- 
ment should have been made long ago. It 
would have been made if the Land Office 
had not been subservient to the railroad cor- 
porations, and if the influence of these cor- 
porations had not been successfully exerted 
in Congress to prevent the final passage 
of bills which very few members dared 
to oppose openly. It should be said that 
under the administration of Commis- 
sioner MCFARLAND, who retired at the 
close of President ARTHOR’s term of 
office, the facts relating to these over- 
drawn and unearned land grants were 
laid before Congress for consideration, 
together with a remarkable collection of 
evidence concerning the violation and 
evasion of the settlement laws. But very 
little was done by Congress in this field 
beyond the reclamation of the Texas 
Pacific grant of 14,000,000 acres. In his 
official reports Commissioner SpaRKS deals 
with the subject in a vigorous way. 

‘In most, if not all, cases of railroad 
grants,” says the Commissioner, ‘ pre- 
mature and unauthorized withdrawals 
have been made, the land has been held 
sacredly reserved for the railroad, and the 
legal rights of settlers have been arbi- 
trarily and cruelly denied. The number 
of settlerg having indisputable legal right 
to the lands occupied by them who have 
been forced to buy their homes of rail- 
road companies or suffer eviction because 
of official declarations of superior railroad 
right founded upcn constructive with- 
drawals made before any railroad 
right had actually been acquired, can 
never be ascertained, since their appli- 
cations, for the most part, died 
at the local offices, and the general fail- 
ure of those who applied prevented even 
the assertion of rights by others.” By 
means of the withdrawal of wide belts of 
land from settlement and the reservation 
of adjoining belts within ‘indemnity 
limits,” settlers have been placed at the 
mercy of the corporations for the last fif- 
teen years upon land for which they should 
have been able to get a clear title under 
the settlement laws. In the adjustment 
or final demarkation of the grants an at- 


tempt will be made to give relief to those 


who have been wronged. 

It is also proposed that the corporations 
shall not be allowed to retain land in ex- 
cess of their grants. ‘‘ The average rate 
at which lands have been overdrawn,” says 
the Commissioner, ‘‘ will reach 500 acres 


per mile, At this rate the aggregate of 


overdrawn lands will amount to 10,000,000 
acres, which have hitherto been treated 
as the absolute property of the corpora- 
tions, but are in fact public land of the 
United States, recoverable to the public 


domain.” It will be seen that this is not 


a question of grants forfeited by failure to 
comply with the terms of the granting 
acts. That subject is an important 
one, but itis entirely distinct from this 





‘for if we admit that all the grants have 
been earned it will still appear that the 
corporations, assisted by the Land Office, 
have grabbed 10,000,000 acres in addition 
to those’ grants. The Commissioner de- 
clares that the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
Read has oyerdrawn at the rate of 500 
acres per mile, the Winona and St. 
Peter Road at the rate of 480, the Atchi- 
son, Topeka and Santa Fé Road at the 
rate of 600, and that the belt of land 
granted to the Kansas Pacific has been 
‘* widened from a half mile to a mile and 
a half throughout its entire length, with 
larger additions at certain points.” 

The arable lands in our public domain 
are fast passing out of the possession of 
the Government. Official reports show 
that thieves are taking five acres where 
an honest settler takes one. For this 
reason, and because the Government is 
forced to confess that it cannot protect 
its property and punish the guilty, it is 
proposed that nearly ail of the settlement 
laws shall be repealed. The acres which 
railroad corporations have grabbed by un- 
lawfully stretching their grants should be 
recovered, but after their recovery they 
should be reserved for actual settlers, It 
would be a waste of labor and money to 
transfer them from a land-grabbing cor- 
poration to land-grabbing individuals 
who thrive upon fraud and subornation 


of perjury. 








THE THIRD-AVENUE DEADLOOK, 


There is a natural disinclination on the 
part of the men who have thrown up 
their situations in the Third-Avenue Rail- 
road Company to apply for re-employ- 
ment, It would be much pleasanter for 
them if the company should apply to 
them to return to work on their own 
terms and if they should go back in a 
triumphal procession. This feeling ex- 
plains the rejection by the _ strik- 
ers of the terms agreed to by some 
of their representatives in conference 
with the officers of the road. But it 
does not justify that rejection. The 
strikers should see that the terms offered 
them at that conference were as favor- 
able as they can expect to obtain by 
remaining idle any longer. The men 
who interested themselves in proposing 
a basis of settlement were anxious to 
make the best terms for the strikers they 
fairly could, and the Railroad Commis- 
sioners, who certainly have shown no 
bias against the strikers, could not have 
proposed anything more favorable’ to 
them. 

The truth is that the original demands 
of the strikers were such as could not 
possibly have been obtained unless their 
services were actually necessary to enable 
the company to run its cars and to take 
care of its property. Their scheme seems 
to have been to keep other men from 
taking their places, and at the same time 
to get an official pressure put upon the 
company torun cars or else forfeit its char- 
ter. But in fact their original demand was 
one that the company might much better 
have surrendered its charter than com- 
ply with. It had nothing to do with 
hours or wages. It was a naked demand 
that the company should discharge cer- 
tain persons from its employ simply be- 
cause they had stood by it. Corporations 
have no souls, and perhaps it would not 
be to the purpose to point out what 
a base performance this would have 
been. Butasa mere matter of self-inter- 
est it would be as well for the stock- 
holders of the road to abandon their 
investments as to consent to see these in- 
vestments managed by a committee of 
the Empire Protective Association, whom 
they did not choose for that purpose, in 
defiance of the wishes of their accredited 
agents, the officers of the road. Perhaps 
the stockholders would not have taken 
that view if it had been impossible to oper- 
ate the road without the services of the men 
who struck. But with the amount of un- 
skilled labor always in the market at 
wages which furnish a mere subsistence, 
in a city of the size of New-York and 
with the low degree of skill required to 
drive or to conduct a horse car, the com- 
pany was sure to find men in ashort time, 
This could only be prevented by buying 
off or by intimidating the men who were 
willing to take the places of the strikers. 
The former would have been a costly 
process, involving, as it would have done, 
the task of subsidizing all the able-bodied 
men who were unemployed, in addition 
to the strikers themselves. Intimidation, 
in order to succeed, would have needed 
to go the length of rioting. The strikers, 
much to their credit, abstained from riot- 
ing, for the flurry or two that actually 
occurred ought not to be remembered 
against them. Inasmuch, however, as 
they did forego intimidation their strike 
was foredoomed to failure. 

This was pointed out to them when 
they struck, but they refused to believe it. 
They have now ascertained it by experi- 
ment. The service of the company has 
been improving in efficiency every day 
since the strike began, until now it is plain- 
ly a question of a very short time when the 
road, with or without the assistance of 
the strikers, will be as completely manned 
as it was before the strike. No doubt 
the strikers have inflicted a considerable 
loss upon the road by the sudden 
withdrawal of their own services, as well 
as by the withdrawal from the road of 
such custom as they were able to divert 


from it. But their services have been in 


great part supplied, and the more cus- 
tom they withdraw the fewer will be the 
cars needed and the less urgent will be 
the need of the company for drivers and 
conductors, There is really. nothing left for 


them to do but to go back to work, unless 


in the meantime they have secured some 
better employment. Of course, it is un- 
pleasant for them to confess that they 
have been led by unscrupulous agitators 
into a foolish and unsuccessful strike. 


But if that be the fact the confession of 


it is more creditable than the denial of it; 
and if the failure of their strike induces 
them to withdraw their confidence from 
the men who persuaded them into it the 
strike will have had avery wholesome 


effect,

THE NEW “ PRINCETON REVIEW.” 

Again the New Princeton Review leads 
off with a literary arficle. The last number had 
Mc. Lowell’s criticism of Gray, and the present 
one thas a paper on “ Wordsworth’s Passion,” by 
Titus Munson Coan. Passion, Mr, Coan admits, 
was not the most obvious trait of Wordsworth’s 
verse, and yet he succeeds in showing that 
Wordsworth had passion. In one of his 
most interesting passages he makes @ 
‘comparison of his poet with Byron—a 
daring enough undertaking many would 
say—and he concludes tbat a considera- 
ble part of the two men’s creations might have 
been interchangeable. He does not specify in 
this matter, however, though it would be inter- 
esting to read his specifications. Incidentally 
he remarks that Byron, the author of “* Don 
Juan,” was at heart a more religious man than 
Wordsworth, the author of the “ Immortality 
ode—surely an intellectual and disinterested 
judgment. Mr. Theodore Roosevelt writes for this 
number a searching, hopeful, and practical paper 
on “The Present Position of Civil Service Re- 
form.” Mr. George Bancroft’s article is a de- 
fense of the old version of the seventh petition 
in the Lord’s Prayer, as against the new version 
which makes it read “ Deliver us from the evil 
one.” His argument is that humility 1s the gen- 
eral idea of the Prayer as found in the King 
James version, and that the proposed change 
would bring in pride and eelf-assertion, A 

aper entitled “* The Novel of Our Time,” 
S F. N. Zabriskie, adds another lit. 
erary feature. It is cleverly and somewhat 
caustically written and is worth reading. Fol- 
lowing this paper is printed the story of the 
month, which is entitied “* Botany Bay.” This 
innovation in the fiction line seemed, at the time 
it was made, a very daring one for a review of 
this kind. Some of Mr. Zabriskie’s statements 
of the wide prevalence of novel reading per- 
haps justify it. He personally knows, tor in- 
stance, * two of the foremost theologians of our 
country” who confess to being inveterate novel 
readers. This number completes the first vol- 
ume of the Keview. It is supplied with an excel- 
lent analytical index and th a “* Record” of 
the events of the period it covers, which is exe- 
cuted in very workmanlike fashion.

; THALIA THEATRE. ‘ 
A lively and amusing three-act farcieaf 

Opera entitled “The Maid of Belleville,” was 
represented for the first time in this country af 
the Thalia Theatre, last evening, the performe 
ange being given for the benefit of Mr. § 
Ginand Schiitz. The personages somesceak 
in the story, and the structure of the librette 
would have sufficed to reveal the French origin 
of the plot; Herren Zell and Genée have, in fact, 
taken their material from a now forgotten nove 
elette of Paul de Kock’s, bearing the same title 
as the opera made known last night. Thera 
are some laughable incidents in “The Maid 


of Belleville,” and some eccentric and mirth- 
provoking characters. Among the former poe 
nocturnal rendezvous in which the elderly aunt 
of the fascinating heroine of the story is discove 
ered in the act of receiving the attentions of two 
rival suitors for her niece’s hand—the proceed- 
ings,of course, being commenced in the dark; the 
assumption of a dual réie by Herr Elsbach, who 
alternately appeared as a lovesick painter and 
an Italian pifferaro, was also both puzzling and 
So. In the array of odd individuals por 
trayed by the dramatists the spectator be- 
holds a retired lamp manufacturer, who ig 
strongly typical of the conventional French 
bourgeois, a gallant French cavalryman, a dee 
crepit and dissolute nobleman, and the maid of 
Belleville herself, a soubrette of the usuni viva- 
cious sort, overflowing with animal spirits and 
reveling in the blunders and mishaps incidental 
to farcical plays. MillScker’s music abounds 
in dance-rhythms and It is sufficiently elaborate 
for a work of greater preteusions, aithough not 
conspicuous for originality. The finales of the 
acts, and notably that of act the sec. 
ond, are almost too sonorous for. so 
light a work. ~‘“ The Maid of .Bellevilie” 
was capitally sung and acted last night, the 
hono:s of the representation being divided be. 
tween Herren Lube and Elsbach, and Friulein 
Meffert. Herr Lube’s couplets in the second 
act, with the ‘topical’ allusions to strikes 
and Anarchists, called forth thunderous ap- 
Piause. .The Thalia was crowded.

The Century for May is one of the best 
of recent numbers. Apart from its war papers, 
it is valuable and extremely readable. The war 
papers include the promised one on Antietam 
by the late Gen. McClellan. It is only a frag- 
ment, but the interest of it is stiil considerable. 
Gen. D. H. Hill’s account of the battle of South 
Mountain is valuable also, though in another 
way. The three most striking illustrated papers 
this month are an account of the Lick Ob- 
servatory by Taliesin Evans, from which 
we learn that the work is. likely to be 
completed in the coming year; a sketch 
of Minneapolis, its wuter power, and ita 
mills, by E. V. Smalley, who has writtenso much 
for the Century on the Northwest, and the first 
of a series of papers on American dwellings by 
Mrs. Van Rensselaer. Mrs. Van Rensselaer gives 
some very practical objections to the Queen 
Anne cottage as an American dwelling. Our 
snow and intense heat and cold havea great 
deal to do with the case. Mr. Julian Haw- 
thorne’s paper on his father’s ‘“* philosophy” is 
accompanied by two portraits, one of them serv- 
ing as the frontispiece. It was engraved by Mr. 
Johnson, but it cannot be regarded as one of 
the most successfu! of his productions. Neither 
aw life, strength, nor genius is seen in th¢ 
ace, 





A STRIKE IN CONSTANTINOPLE. 
From the Pall Mali Gazette. 

Thestreetsweepers of Constantinople,not 
having received any pay during the last 18 
months, recently went on strike, the authorities 
having told the men that before the new loan 
was made there was no money to be had. About 
a fortnight ago the men had become 60 destitute 
that they assembled, armed themselves with 
brooms and spades, went to the Government of- 
fives and demanded pay in loud and threatening 
words. Shortly after their arrival a high official 
drove up in his open carriage, was at once 
stopped by the rioters, who politely demanded 
their due. The answer that baving waited 19 
monvths they might as well wait a little longer 
raised a fearful tumult, and the life of the officer 
was in serious danger till a regiment of soldiers 
arrived on the spot and dispersed the men, not, 
however, until theY had received one month's 
wages, and the assurance that as soon as the new 
loan was made they should all be paid. Tnen the 
weapons were laid down, the noise ceased, and 
the streetsweepers’ strike came to an end.

THE BIG LOGROLLING BILL 


FIFTEEN MILLIONS VOTED FOR 
RIVERS AND HARBORS, 


4 MAJORITY OF FORTY-ONB IN THE HOUSE 


FOR THE MEASURE—SENATOR LOGAN’S 
EXPENSIVE PHILANTHROPY. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The House of 
Representatives has done what it can to make 
the River and Harbor bill, which takes over 
$15,000,000 out of the Treasury,alaw. Mr. Hol- 
man tried hard to-day to have the Dill sent 
back to the committee with instructions to 
cut down its items until their aggregate 
Bhould not exceed $8,000,000. Eighty-five mem- 
bers voted that this should be done, but 
157 were opposed to any such check upon the 
sums tobe distributed in their districts. The 
bill was put upon its passage 1mmediately after 
Mr. Hoiman’s motion was Jost, and the rol! call 
showed 143 affirmative responses against 102 neg- 
atives. The New-York members were pretty 
evenly divided in their votes. Ten of them— 
Messrs. Baker, Burleigh, Farquhar, Johnson, 
Lindsley, Payne, Sawyer, Sessions, Viele, and 
Weber stood by the bill. Thirteen were recorded 
in the negative. These were Messrs. Beach, Bliss, 
Felix Campbell, Timothy J. Campbell, Dowdney, 
Hewitt, Hiscock, James, Mahoney, Merriman, 
Millard, Pindar, and West. Thc other 10 mem- 
bers of the delegation did not respond to their 
names. Mr. Willis was so pleased with the re- 
Bult of the vote that he made a speech of thanks 
to the House on behalf of the River and Harbor 
Committee. The vote in detail on the passage 
of the bill was as follows, [Republicans in ro- 
man, Democrats in italics :]

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Senator Logan does not propose to be outdone 
by any member of either House of Congress in 
suggesting great raids upon the Treasury, in 
the guise of bills for the benefit of ex-soidiers 
and sailors. Evidence of this is found in an 
amendment to the Mexican Pension bill which 
Mr. Logan offered to-day. The first section of 
this amendment provides for the extension of 
the payment of arrears of pensions to al! cases 
in which the claims are filed prior to July 1, 1888, 
it being practically a repeal of the limitation 
of arrears act now in force, Mr. Logan 
next proposes a service pension in a 
provision giving pensions to all veterans who 
served their country three months and who are 
dependent for their support upon their own 
Jabor. Then the Illinois Senater proposes to 
raise the pensions of minor children from $2 to 
$5 per month, and to continue the pensions for 
life in the cases of those who are of unsound 
mind or pbysically helpless. This is followed 
with a provision for an increase of the rate for 
total loss of hearing from $13a month to $30, 
with a proportionate increase for partial deaf- 
ness. The rate for total helpiessness is in- 
creased to $72 a month, to apply to all persons 
who ‘** would have been entitled to that sum had 
they been on the pension roli at $50 per month 
on the 16th of June, 1888." Arrears of pensions 
are to be paid to these persons from the date 
When they becume entitled to $50 a month up to 
th» date of the passage of this act, and from that 
time on the pension is to be at the rate of $100a 
month. These rather complicated provisions are 
foliowed by a section giving pensionsto all 
Union soldiersand sailors who were captured by 
the enemy and held as prisoners of war 
for 30 days and who are now suffering 
from. disabilitis which can _ reasonably 
be presumed to have resulted therefrom. These 
pensions are to be at the rates now paid under 
the genera! law for similar disabilities. Any 
veteran who was unfortunate enough to have 
been a prisoner for 60 days or more is to be paid 
a om equal to $2 a day for each day he was 
confined. Having provided for the ex-prisoners, 
Mr. Logan takes up the present rates and in- 
creases the rate for the loss of one hand or one 
foot from $24 to $30 a month. The rate for 
the loss of a limb at the elbow or knee is 
raised from $30 to $36; that for the loss of 
gp limb at the shoulderor hip joint from $37 50 
to $45, and that tor the loss of both legs, both 
pms. or both eyes to $100 per month. Mr.

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MR, HEWITI’S LIBRARY BURNED, 


PETER COOPER’S SCHOOLBOOKS DESTROYED 
AND A VALUABLE COLLECTION RUINED. 
The large and valuable library of Con- 


gressman Abram S, Hewité was almost entirely 
destroyed by fire, water, and smoke yesterday at 
his residence, No. 9 Lexington-avenue. Mrs. 
Hewitt is in Europe, and Mr. Hewitt, in her ab- 
sence, was making alterations in the house. An 
annex was constructed last year, and 
the grouna floor of it was handsomely fitted 
up as a library. Yesterday it was partly 


arranged, and the bookcases and cabinets were 
filled with the works taken from the old library. 
Piles of books and pamphlets were stacked on 
the floor or temporarily arranged on shelves and 
boards supported by barrels. In addition to the 
books was a collection of etchings, prints, and 
oil paintings, ready to be put on the walis. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon servants 
and mechanics in the house traced an 
odor of smoke, which had veen  percepti- 
ble for haif an hour, to the new library, 
and found that a fire was burning the 
bookcases against the south wall. So much time 
was lost in sending out an alarm that when En- 
gine Company No. 16 arrived the library was on 
fire everywhere and the main building was in 
danger. The flames were under contro! in five 
minutes, but to put out the fire it became heces- 
sary to tear out the contents of the book- 
cases and pour water on the piles of smoldering 
books. Firemen carried a number of books, en- 
graviogs, and pictures into the kitchen and hall- 
ways, but the library was knee-deep in books 
reduced to pulp or ashes. 

Mr. Hewitt’s library was rich in economical 
and statistical works, and they, with a complete 
collection of Congressional reports and reports 
on trade and commerce of foreign Governments, 
are almost entirely destroyed. The value of the 
library was estimated at from $15,000 to $25,000, 
but Mr. Hewitt would, it is said, find it difficult to 
duplicate what he had for much more than 
the largest sum named. The damage to the 
house can be repaired for $2,000 and that to the 
furniture for $1,000. The firemen were unable 
to determine how the fire started. Mr. Hewitt 
was informed of his misfortune bv telegraph, 
and will probably arrive in the city to-day. 

The schoolbooks that Peter Cooper used were 
among the volumes destroyed, and also several 
old-fashioned priots that were in Mr. Cooper's 
library. 


TALK ABOUT CIVIL SERVICE, 





GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS DISCUSSES THE 

PRESIDENT’S POLICY—ANNUAL ELECTION, 

The annual meeting of the Civil Service 
Reform Association, at No. 21 West Twenty- 
fourth-street, called together a goodly number 
of gentlemen who are interested in that cause last 
evening. George William Curtis, President of the 
association,on calling the meeting to order, spoke 
brietly concerning the rapid advancement made 
in the movement in less than 10 years and the 
hold it had taken on public feeling. He believed 
it was the question upon which the immediate 
future of politics stood. The President, Mr. Curtis 
said, was most conspicuous in bis intelligent be- 
lief in the principles of civil service reform, and 
held to views which where not the history and 
principles of his party, Mr. Curtis spoke of the 
difficulties President Cleveland was meeting 
with in carrying out his principles on the im- 

ortant question, and the courage shown by the 

xecutive in upholding his own views. Mr. 
Cleveland had been put undera political press- 
ure such as was never seen before. The entire 
mobile body of his party descended upon him for 
a clean sweep of civil service. 

Another consideration tnat Mr. Curtis called 
attention to was that tbe President, like others, 
had felt the necessity of party support. Some 
party he must have. What could he do without 
it? “The Civil Service Reform Association,” 
continued the speaker, “is not a political associ- 
ation. Every President has been praised and 
biamed during its existence and considered as 
the executive agent of the people. But as an 
individual, looking at it as a civil 
service reformer, I should say that the course 
of the President, however courageous and 
sincere, must be a compromise between his 
party on the one hand and the interests of re- 
form on the other; and the inevitable end of 
such a course is disaster. What can we do,” 
said Mr. Curtis, **to help the President in his 
manful struggle? We want, I assume, the co- 
operation of the President. What are we to do 
to aida man struggling with our principles?” 
Mr. Curtis then suggested that, as a practical 
measure, the association could do all in its pow- 
er to effect the repeal of the four years’ law. ‘he 
President would be relieved of much pressure 
from those continually asking change of office. 
In another way the association should support 
the bill making it almost a penal offense for 
Senators to solicit nominations to offices. The 
President had told Mr. Curtis that a Judgeship 
had been delayed a year because the President 
bad refused to name a man the Senator from 
that State was interested in. ‘Men will see the 
day,” said Mr. Curtis, in conclusion, ‘* when 
non-political offices will be filled by merit.” 

In the report the Executive Committee pre- 
sented was givena review of what had been 
done tor civil service reform during the year. 
The Treasurer’s report showed a balance of 
$942 16in the Treasury. The following officers 
were chosen for the comine year: Pres- 
ident— George William Curtis; Vice-Pres- 
idents—Carl Schurz, Charles 8._ Fairchild, 
Roswell D. Hitchcock, John Jay, Whll- 
jam E. Dodge, Oswald Ottendorfer, Hor- 
ace KE. Deming, and Orlando B. Potter; 
Executive Committee—Ever tt P. Wheeler, Ed- 
ward Cary.

THE DOMINION PARLIAMENT DISCUSSING 
THER IRISH QUESTION, 

OrTrrawa, Ontario, May 6.—The Hon. Mr. 
Blake, the leader of the Opposition in the 
House of Commons to-day moved his 
resolution approving Mr. Gladstone's home 
rule measure for Trejand, and was 
followed by the Hon. Mr. Costigan, who moved 
an amendment “ that in view of the fact that the 
Canadian Parliament addressed her Majesty on 
this subject in 1882, and received from Earl Kim- 
berley a not altogether unsatisfactory response 
thereto, this House earnestly hopes that such 
measure or measures may be adopted by 
the Imperial Parliament as will, while pre- 
serving the integrity and well being of 
the empire and the rights and status of the 
minority, be satisfactory to the people of Ire- 
land and permanently remove the discontent so 
long unhappily prevailing in that country.” 

Mr. Casey regretted that Mr. Costigan should 
think fit to adopt the course he had taken. 
The causes for renewing the _ resolutions 
were that this was a new Parliament 
and that home rule was then only considered 
theoretically. The matter had now become a 
practical issue, and this wus, consequently, the 
time for Canada to offer an opinion. 

Mr. McMullen moved an amendment to the 
amendment * That the House is convinced that 
the true interests of Ireland and the rest of the 
empire will be best served by granting home 
rule to Ireland.” 

Mr. O’Brien, a8 a Protestant Irishman, strenu- 
ously protested against Mr. Gladstone’s bill, 
which, he said, fairly bristled with objections. 
Parnell was an enemy of Great Britain, and 
home rule was inimical to the best interests of 
Ireland and the empire. 

Mr. Landerkin eulogized Mr. Gladstone and 
supported the home rule measure. 


Lonpon, May 7.—Michael Davitt writes 
a letter to theDaily News, aud says that the 
ditference between Mr. Chamberlain and 
Mr. Gladstone being irreconcilable, the 
proposals of the latter are acceptable to 
Trishmen, while those of the former are 
not acceptable. If Mr. Chamberlain's proposals 
prevail the struggle will continue to intensify. 
If Irish representatives sit at Westminster 
there will be constant friction. Of the 
two evils, paying tribute and sitting 
at Westminster it is better to choose 
the former, which is the lesser evil. By a stroke 
of genius, inspired by the angel of peace, Mr. 
Gladstone has recognized. the Irish national idea, 
and it is to be sincerely hoped that he will not 
give way to Mr. Chamberlain.

ASSISTANT BISHOP BROOKS. 


THE BOSTON RECTOR HONORED BY THE 
PHILADELPHIA CONVENTION. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., May 6.—The only 
business transacted at the Protestant Episcopal 
Convention to-day was the balloting for the As- 
sistant Bishop of the diocese, On the second 
ballot Dr. Phillips Brooks received 69 
votes and Dr. Davies 61, with 33 votes scat- 
tering. There was very little change until 
the’ fifth ballot. Previous to this ballot the 
Rev. Dr. McVickar, of this city, withdrew bis 
name, and the name of Dr. Hunting- 
don, of New-York, was also withdrawn. 


These withdrawals resulted in material. 
ly altering the aspect of the contes 
by increasng Dr. Brooks’s support to 74 
and reducing Dr. Davies’s following to 61. 
Dr. Davies withdrew his name after the 
seventh ballot and renominated the Rev. 
Mr. Kinsolving, and on the eighth belles 
the latter's vote was increased to hes 
Dr. Brooks’s vote, however, had heen increas ng 
steadily on each ballot, and in the eighth he 
came within two votes of the regulation num- 
ber for election. The ninth ballot settled the 
election so far as the clergy were concerned, Dr. 
Brooks receiving 82 votes out of a total of 161. 

Yellers were then appointed, and the vote of 
the laity taken by parishes. During the prog- 
ress of the balloting Mr. Jchn U. hr me yee 
produced an afternoon paper in whic t mie 
stated that Dr. Brooks had informed his paris 
that he should not accept the office if 
chosen. The reading of the statement was in- 
terrupted by objections, and a commotion en- 
sued, which was terminated by Mr. Lemuel 
Coffin, who said that be had a letter from Dr. 
Brooks of a contrary nature. The first ballot by 
the lay delegates confirmed the action of the 
clergy by a vote of 65 to 33. The convention 
then adjourned until to-morrow.

Boston, May 6.—The Rev. 
Brooks is Rector of Trinity Church, Boston, 
which position he has held since 1869, and one of 
the eminent preachers of the city. He is 
not a year vast 50, having been born 
in 1835. His boyhood was passed _part- 
ly in Boston and partly in Andover. 
He attended the Boston Latin School, and when 
16 entered Harvard -College, graduating in 1855. 
For a time he was assistant teacher or usher 
in the Latin Schoo), where he bad been a 
pupil. After a short experience with this 
occupation, he decided to enter the ministry, 
and to prepare himself, he pursued a course of 
study at the Episcopal Divinity School o! Alex- 
andria, Virginia. He began first as Rector of 
the Church of the Advent, and then ‘of the 
Church of the Holy Trinity, in_ Philadelphia, 
from which he came to Trinity, Boston, in 1880, 
and again for a year in 1882 and 1883. He was in 
England during the latter vacation, preaching 
in St. Botolph’s. Church, in old Boston, and, 
by invitation of Dean Stanley, in the Chapel 
Koyal at the Savoy, London. He also preached 
in Westminster Abbey, St. Margaret’s Church, 
Westminster; St. Mark’s Church, Kensington; 
Christ Church, Lancastergate; Temple Church 
and Christ Church and in several other. churches. 
Atter his return he published his volume of 
**Sermons Preached in London.” 

Mr. Brooks in his father’s order is a descend- 
ant of the Rev. John Cotton, and through his 
mother he is related to the Phillips family, which 
founded the famous families which bear their 
name. He is also one of four brothers, all of 
whom were ordained to the Episcopal ministry, 
the other three being John Cotton Brooks, Ar- 
thur Brooks, and the Jate Frederick Brooks. A 
few years ago Mr. Brooks was offered the 
Plummer Professorship of Christian Morals 
and preacher to Harvard University, but 
though warmly pressed to take the 
position, he declined after giving the 
matter serious consideration. During his charge 
of Trinity the famous new church of the parish 
in tne Back Bay quarter of Boston has been 
built. Mr. Brooks isa very rapid speaker, but 
distinct and clear. and he preaches often to great 
congregations. He is a bachelor, 
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OHIO’S SENATORIAL EXILES, 


THE LEGISLATURE UNABLE TO ADJOURN 
OR QO ANYTHING ELSE. 


Co.tumpBus, May 6.—The desertion of the 
majority of the Ohio Senate, and their cross- 
ing of the border into Canada and Ken- 
tucky leaves the Legislature in a _ condi- 
tion never contemplated. The situation 
looks more serious when it is considered 
that the Senate can not adjourn except from 
day today,and may be compelled to remain 
here all Summer because of the hiding away of 
the Democrats. There is little contidence to be 
placed in the efforts of the Democratic officers 
of the Senate to arrest the abdsentees, and 
there seems to be little hope that any 
of the Democratic members will return to 
Columbus until next Winter. The Republicans 
will be compelled to remain, although the sal- 
ary is only $600 for each session. All of the Sen- 
ate officers and clerks will continue to draw $5 
per day. The opinion of eminent legal author- 
ity is that there is no law to cover the pres- 
ent emergency that the Republicans can 
make available. The Sergeant-at-Arms will 
refuse to appoint. special deputies to 
search for the missing statesmen by 
direction of the Lieutenant - Governor, 
claiming that he has no authority to do so, and 
it is a serious question whether the President of 
the Senate has the legal right to pen others. 
Yesterday the house passed a bill authorizing 
the lending of $500,000 to make up the deficiency 
caused by the reckless extravagance of the 
Hoadiy administration, The general appro- 
priation bill has not yet been signed, and 
it is not probable that Gen. Kennedy 
will sign the bill, as the Constitution says 
“it shall be signed in the presence of the Sen- 
ate,” which is a quorum. There is a bare pos- 
sibility that public sentiment mav force a few 
Senators to return, but the reckless disregard 
of decency shown bY the boodle beneficiaries 
during the past few months is not cal- 
culated to inspire confidence that any at- 
tention will be given to any expression of the 
public. While Democrats as a rule would 
like to see their party win ‘in the contest, the 
cowardly manner in which the majority stole 
away in the night is denounced and freely com- 
mented upon. The Republicans themselves have 
not fully decided what course will be taken. 
They dare not leave lest the Democrats return 
and adopt the report of the Democratic wing of 
the non-partisan committee, throwing out one 
of the German Wards in Cincinnati. The 
situation is embarrassing and serious. 


CrxncrnnaTI, Ohio, May 6.—The delega- 
tion of Democratic Senators who have fled to 
Kentucky in order to prevent a quorum was to- 
day increased to 13. They are all registered at 
the Arlington Hotel, in Covington, opposite 
Cincinnati, and local politicians from this side 
are over there helping to make their exile 
pleasant. They were given an excursion this 
morning along the Kentucky shore of the 
river on the towboat Alexander Montgomery, 
and this afternoon carriages were provided and 
they were driven over some of the sichtly roads 
upon the bluffs. The four fraudulent Senators 
from this city are with tne party. There is in- 
cressing disgust at their conduct. 


BY RAIL TO CONSTANTINOPLE. 

Sofia Dispatch to the London Standard. 
The lack of direct railway communica- 
tion to Constantinople is every day felt as an in- 
creasing grievance, not only in the. North 
Balkan States, but in Central and Western 
Europe generally. Amongét other regrettable 
consequences of the late revolution in Eastern 
Roumelia and the Servo-Bulgarian War is the 
fact that, through tbose events, the Bulgarian 


authorities have been prevented from pro- 
ceeding to the construction of the short 
line in Bulgarian territory which is all 
that is now wanting to complete che en- 
tire through-railway system connecting the 
Turkish capital with all parts of Europe. 
At length, taking advantage of the present res- 
ite from the pressure of externa! difficulties, 
-rince Alexander’s Government is devoting its 
earnest attention to this miost urgent question 
with a view to discharge the engagements it 
entered into at the Conference & Quatre. Un- 
fortunately, the Bulgarian company which had 
undertaken to puiid the Bulgarian section of 
this important international line bas been com- 
pelled to go into liquidation. The contractor is 
seeking to form atresh company to carry out 
the work. but it appears doubtful whether Bul- 
garia will not ultimately be compelled to have 
recourse to foreign capital to enabie her to ful- 
fill her engagements in this matter.

“THE DUC DE CITRON” 
From the London Figaro, 

The Prince of Orange is thinly dis- 
guised under the name of the Duc de Citron in 
Cora Pearl’s memoirs. He was sometimes 
called ** Lemons,” and it is said that in the early 
days of his dissipation in Paris, when he was 


surrounded by a host of brilliant and wealthy 
French gentlemen, they manifested a certain 
awe of his titie to royalty, and used rather too 
much form in addressing him; so that one night 
when they were all engaged in a mad lark, he 
said, Do not ‘Prince’ meso much; give me a 
name that will be more familiar.” Whereupon 
one gentieman, litting his glass, said, with an 
accent of mingled scorn and familiarity, * Ala 
tienne, Citron,” and “ Citron,” which was varied 
with “Lemons,” the poor Prince of Orange be- 
came and remained. 








STONE COFFINS FOUND IN ENGLAND. 
From the London Times. 

During the past few days, while excava- 
tions were being made at Peterborough Cathe- 
dral with a view of testing the foundations of 
the south transept, four massive stone coffins 
were discovered about five or six feet below the 
surface. The coffins were totally devoid of or- 
namentation, and through au opening accident- 
ally caused by the breaking of a corner of one 
ot the lids the skeleton of a full-grown man was 
to be seen by the aid of a lighted candle. There 
was no remnant of any habit, woolen stuff, or 
cotton fabric in the coffin with the skeleton, 
which appeared quiteascomplete as when first 
laid out. It is supposed that the coffins were de- 
posited there about the end of the twelfth or the 
beginning of the thirteenth century. —

will begin to go the rounds of the New-York 
Exchanges to-day or to-morrow in bebalf of the 
brave Chicago policemen who have suffered 
from the missiles, bullets, and bomhs of the An- 
archists, It will receive signatures, too. And 
the subscriptions will not be niggardly, if New- 
York business men act as they talk. It 
will be a comparatively easy task to raise 
money in Wall-street for the relidf and up- 
holding of the men in uniform who did their 
duty so fearlessly when a city’s good name and 
very safety were in imminent danger; and not 
on the Stock Exchange more than on the 
other down-town Exchanges is this spirit 
manifest. The infamous deeds of the assassins 
meet nowhere in financial and commercial circles 
aught but the severest denunciation and an 
earnest demand for the prosecntion of the 
bomb-throwing cowards, And there is every 
reason to warrant the statement that a subscrip- 
tion paper circulated at once in the financial and 
commercial circles of the city would be quickly 
filled up. 

A correspondent of THE TrmMES who yesterday 
sent his check for $100 in token of his de-ire to 
show appreciation of the bravery of the police- 
men, suggests that the fund be divided into 
halves, one for the heroic fellowsof Chicago and 
the second for the devoted men who have sup- 
pressed turbulence in this town, 

Mr. Henry Clews, the banker, said yesterday 
that it was hich time that the business men not 
intimately associated with the particular inter- 
ests that have been assa'led should show it to 
be their purpose to stand together for the main- 
tenance of peace and order. ‘“ Riots against 
property,” said Mr. Clews, “mean more than 
the mere damage or danger of the special capital 
assailed; they are a threat against public safety. 
The police should be encouraged in their efforts 
to subdue every such disorderly element. The 
members of the police force have much to con- 
tend with at times when riots are breaking out 
or threatened. Many influences tend to bring 
them naturally into sympathy with the men 
who are in revolt. Old acquaintanceship and 
even ties of blood not infrequently are involved. 
And once assured that the public will excuse 
or overlook even the slightest deviation 
from duty there might be the saddest results. 
When they do their duty with no fear and no 
favor, valiantly as they have done it in Chicago, 
the public owes them more than mere unspoken 
approval; they should be given enthusiastic ap- 
probation. Neither praise nor pay should be 
spared. Tothem who have suffered for their 
heroic devotion should be given such a testimo- 
nial as for ail time may stand in evidence of the 
hearty, wholesouled appreciation of Americans 
who have been spared disgrace and relieved 
from danger by their unfualtering bravery.”

AN AUSTRIAN FAMILY SQUABBLE. 
Vienna Mspatch to the London Daily Telegraph. 

Count Andor Széchenyi, Jr., was arrest- 
ed in Vienna last niebt under the following dra- 
matic circumstances: A couple of yearsagothe 
Count, whoisayoung man of 22, marriea the 
daughter of a Russian Janded proprietor, the 
lady receiving a handsome dowry from her 
father. The union was not a happy one and the 
young people separated. Shortly afterward the 
Countess gave birth toason. She resided with 
her child at the house of her mother in Vienna, 
where the Count took lodgings in a furnished 
hotel. A short time ago he received a visit from 
his wife, accompanied by her mother and 
child, who appear to have called at his 
request. He insisted upon the child re- 
maining with him, and the ladies had no 
alternative but tosubmit. M. Korokossoff, the 
father of the Countess, was at once telegraphed 
for, and on his arrival he secured the services of 
a detective. On Wednesday night the Count 
made his appearance at the residence of his wife 
and her parents, and, in an excited tone asked to 
see the Countess, threatening violence in case of 
refusal. The detective played a leading part in 
the scene that followed, and succeeded In taking 
a loaded revolver from the Count. He then ac- 
companied him to the next police station, where 
the Count deciared his intention was merely to 
frighten his mother-in-law. Eventually, at his 
wife’s pressing request, he was released, after 
pledging his word to molest her no further. But 
her father appealed tothe Public Prosecutor, 
and last night the Count was taken into custody. 
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MARCHING BY THE BAKERY. 

Mrs. Landgraf was in a state of terror 
yesterday lest more women should besiege her 
in her little bakery. The most disagreeable event 
of the day occurred early in the afternoon. 
Mrs. Landgraf looked out of her door, and 
sawa tody of men marching down Second- 
street in double file. They were her old tor- 
mentors, headed by the boycotters, who are 
under bail. They made no _ demonstra- 
tion either by word or action, but 
marched siowly by and disappeared around the 
corner. A little crowd followed in their wake, 
but as soon as they saw there was to be no at- 
tack, noreven any menacing words, they dis- 
persed. 

Not many customers entered the bakery, and 
there were altogether too many loaves of bread 
on the shelves to suit Mrs. Landgrat. Before 
the day was passed, however, a good num- 
ber of them found their way tothe charitable 
institutions for which Mrs. Landgraf had re- 
ceived orders. Four bakers were at work last 
night in the basement. They were prepared to 
receive strikers and boycotters, should any 
cnoose to call.

Fort WortH, Texas, May 6.—The sub- 
committee of the special Congressional investi- 
gating committee arrived here this morning at 9 
o’clock in a special train from Denison. The

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BAYVIEW RIOTERS COWED, 


ACTIVE STEPS TAKEN TO PREVENT THE 
USE OF DYNAMITE—SOCIALISTS IN JAIL. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 6.—In nearly 

every cell at the Central Police Station 
to-night there is a Socialist or rioter. 
The prisoners number 20 in all. Several 
of them are radical Anarchists who 
talk as if nothing but bloodshed would satisfy 
them; others are Socialists of the most pro- 
nounced type, and the others are  hot- 
headed laborers with an indifference for 
law and order. Paul Grottkau and G. 
Rossler, who were arrested Wednesday night, 
and Frank Hirth and Carl Simon, who were 
apprehended about noon to-day, are the leaders 
of the Socialistic and Anarchist elements in Mil- 
waukee. The police searched the dwellings of 
the two latter,amd in hiding pluces found a 
large quantity of ammunition and many weap- 
ons. The prisoners will be charged with in- 
citing to riot. At a conference of the 
authorities it was decided to take decisive 
measures to crush in its  incipiency the 
Social revolution which thjs element has 
been breeding in Milwaukee for some time 
past. The arrests fell like one of their 
own bombshells among the Socialists. It is 
thought that they are completely cowed. The 
course of the military seems to have also taken 
the ferocity out of the Polish rioters, and there 
were no turbulent demonstrations to-day in this 
city or Bay View. 

Anattempt to gather a mob at the baseba!l 
park was made between 8 o'clock and 
noon, but it was not very successful. Great 
uneasiness was caused by the discov- 
ery that 300 dynamite caps and a 
small quantity of dynamite had been stolen from 
one of the stone quarries, and the police were 
at once notified. This fact and the further 
discovery that a large number of arms 
had been removed by unknown personstlead the 
police to believe that the extreme labor 
element were meditating ruinous plots. 
It was determined to arrest the whole 
lot of Socialists, and the officers were 
kept busy bringing themin as fast as they could 
be tound. When asked about the occurrence 
Chief of Police Ries said he would make 
no statement, as to inform the public that 
the mob was armed with dynamite would 
only add to the excitement of the hour and do 
no good, as the public had no protection against 
a war by dynamite. He said the matter could 
be kept asecret. It became known, however, 
andextra guards have been placed on public 
buiidings, 

1t is not believed that there will be any fur- 
ther riots. Only.secret warfare is feared. As the 
Milwaukee Socialist element is closely al- 
hed to that of Chicago the  proxim- 
itv of the two cities makes the 
danger more pressing. The mob has been thor- 
oughly uroused, finding that the citizen soldiery 
will shoot to kill when the occasion requires. 
Two more of the Polish victims of yesterday’s 
battle died to-day, and three others will prob- 
ably die before morning. From all parts of the 
State messages have come commending Gen. 
Rusk for the promptitude with which he acted. 

It is almost universally conceded that the 
firing of the militia yesterday, at the 
cost of a few lives, has averted far 
more terrible consequences. All the militia 
companies still remain here, but they had noth- 
ing to do to-day, ana the general feeling is that 
the war is ended, 

he population of Milwaukee is two-thirds 
foreign, anda large portion of these are very 
ignorant. They are not Socialists or Anarchists 
but are usually led by their priests. The latter 
could not control them in this emergency, and 
they were easier led by a few skillful and un- 
scrupulous labor agitators. 





CALLING FOR REFORM. 


MUNICIPAL AFFAIRS DISCUSSED IN A MEET- 
ING OF CITIZENS, 

In response to an invitation for “an in- 
terchange of views on the subject of our Mu- 
nicipal Government,” accompanied by the 
deciaration that “it scems most desirable 
that some systematic movement should be 
inaugurated whereby the evils existing in the 
administration of our Municipal Govern- 
ment may be remedied,” about 100 well 
known men assembled last night at 


the. Murray Hill Hotel. Among them 
were John H. Sherwood, James W. Gerard, ex- 
Chief Justice Charles P. Daly, Col. F. A. Conk- 
ling, Andrew H. Green, Henry Bergh, Levi M. 
Bates, Dwight H. Olmstead, J. H. Watson, W. 
W. Niles, James Otis, T. C. Eastman, Clark Bell, 
John R. W. Van Wyck, Edward M. Knox, E. C. 
Marston, John L. Sutherland, Francis M. Bixby, 
N. J. Dominick, J. Rhinelander Dillon, E. B. 
Shaffer, James M. Smith, Joseph Blumenthal, 
Urlando B. Potter, and J. J. Coogan. 

James W. Gerard was elected Chairman and 
Robert W. Van Wyck Secretury. Francis M. 
Bixby did most of the talking, and ex-Sheriff 
James O’Brien, who moved about the corridors 
of the hotel, was understood to take an act- 
ive interest in the meeting, Mr. Bixby said 
that tne object of the meeting was to consider, 
in connection with the Municipal Govern- 
ment, first, whether the good people of the city 
are satisfied with the existing condition of 
things; second, if they are not satisfied, if it is 
worth while to make an effort to remedy that 
condition; third, how is it to be remedied; 
fourth, the proper time to move. Hv 
referred to the scandals connected with the 
Board of Aldermen, the unhealthy condi- 
tion of the Health Board, the ques- 
tionable status of the Excise Board, the 
control of the Department of Public 
Works by a man who but recently came 
te New-York, whom he ch>racterized as 
“utterly irresponsible and the meanest trimp 
in the world.” He concluded by saying 
that if 100 prominent citizens would unite to 
reform the City Government, they could eusily 
do it, and he suggested that asa large number 
of New-Yorkers would soon be going into the 
country, to stay until Fall, immediate steps 
should be taken to effect an organization. 

Joseph Blumenthal suggested that a mass 
meeting be called at Cooper Union or some 
other place before Junel. James Otis wanted 
to knowif the movement haa been gotten 
up in the interest of any one man, and 
Mr. Bixby said that it had not. W. W. 
Niles offered a resolution providing for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of 15 to report to an 
adjourned meeting on May 12. After fur- 
ther discussion Mr.Niles’s resolution was unani- 
mously adopted, and Chairman Gerard named 
the committee it provided for as  fol- 
lows: W. W. Niles, Charles P. Daly, E.

THE SEAL OF THE SENATE. 
From the Baltimore American, May 3. 

Mr. Edward Stabler, Jr., of this city, 
son of the late engraver, and Postmaster at 
Sandy Springs, hasin his possession the corre- 
spondence relating to the history of the existing 
seal. A few daysagothe Committee on Rules 
at Washington made a careful search of the 


Journal and archives, but failed to discover the 
history of the seal or any authority for its use. 
In the package of letters in the possession of 
Mr. Stabler it is stated that Edward Stabler, 
Postmaster at Sandy Springs. Md., from 1828 
until his death, in 1883, engraved the seal about 
1831. The device was designed by R. P. Lam- 

lier, Jr.,a French artist, then a resident of 

Jasbington. Mr. Wagner, a wood engraver, 
of York, Penn., ina letter to the elder Stabler 
in 1831, says: “The seal of the Senate is not 
whatit ought to be forthe money it cost. The 
figures are very awkward, and especially the 
middie one, which appears to be falling over. 
The drapery is very stiff and of too scanty a 
pattern.” o one has yet ever discovered what 
the figures were intended to typify or what rel- 
evancy they have to the United States Senate 
or its proceedings. Mr. Stabler has a Jarge 
collection of seals made by his father for Goy- 
ernment departments at Washington and for 
States and courts, 





TAKING THE FRENCH CENSUS. 
Paris Dispatch to the London Daily News. 

M. Jacques Bertillon, head of the Statis- 
tical Office of the Department of the Seine, 
bas marked and adopted a suggestion made 
not long ago in the Daily News. In tak- 
ing the census the lists of questions 
which are to be addressed to heads of 
families and to independent bachelors and spin-. 
sters will be left in open envelopes, and received 
by the officials sent round to take them when 
filled up in the same covers closed. Those called 
on to reply need not therefore be afraid of dis- 
closing their personal concerns to prying eyes 
and gossiping tungues at the porter’s lodge. It 
issupposed that the next census returns will 
show an increase within the Jast five years of 
300,000 souls in the population of Paris, notwith- 
standing the falling off in the population within 
the last 12 months.

STRIKERS WILL NOT OBEY 


EW EE RY 
THE AGREEMENT TOSSED ASIDE 
IN ANGER AND SCORN. 

THE SITUATION WORSE THAN BEFORE, AND 
THE GOMPANY’S CARS STILL MANNED BY 

NEW MEN—TALK OF BRIBERY. 


The Third-Avenue Company ran cars 
yesterday without any of its old men, because 
the old men thought they had been sold out in 
the agreement published yesterday, and re- 
fused to dllow themselves to be delivered as 
goods. ‘ 

This leaves the situation worse than before. 
It has excited the pride and resentment of the 
men. Jf any were drooping before they have 
now taken fresh courage. The officers 
of the company, on the other hand, 
are piqued that their scheme col- 
lapsed, and with much emphasis President 
Lyon declared yesterday that there would be no 
more efforts to compromise, The 21 local as- 
semblies that cOmpose the Empire Protective 
Association have taken steps to bring 
Chairman O’Donnell and Committeemen 
Hughes and Downing to account for signing 
an agreement that yieided the company every- 
thing. Meetings were held last night with this 
object. It was distinctly intimated at the strik- 


ers’ ball last night that O’Donnell would have 
to step out, and probably the others also. 

In securing the signatures of three of the 
board the company thought a majority was 
thus secured, and that »n order proceeding 
from them to the men would be obeyed with- 
out question. There are but five elected mem- 
bers of the Executive Board, and three of them 
signed the agreement. But the Master Workman 
and the Master Foreman of the district are ex 
officio members of the board. They stepped to 
the front yesterday and, with the two who 
would not the agreement, made a

last night, in explaining the rejection of the 

agreement, said, *‘ What the company proposed 

would leave us worse off than now, for now a 

place is assured to any competent man who will 

apply. Better to disorganize and go back with 

—— than to submit to insult and humili- 
ation. 

Lawyer Lauterbach was disappointed at the 
failure of the men to report for duty. He said 
it was thoroughly understood that they were to 
report, and that. at the conference George F. 
Murray, Secretary of. the association, offered to 
sign with the others and affix the seal of the 
orderto give the agreement added influence 
with the men. The strikers said last night that 
if Mr. Murray did this he exceeded his authority. 

It was a day of excitement among the strikers. 
They gathered at their hallat Bighty-seventh- 
street and Park-avenue in greater numbers than 
since the early days of the strike, and from 
early until late talked about the agreement and 
how they could most sternly rebukeit. Early 
in the morning the temper of the men was such 
that it might have gone hard with any-one to 
have tried to oppose the current of feeling. 
The agreement was held asan insult to the 
stablemen, the feedmen, the blacksmiths, and to 
every man on strike except less than 600 drivers 
and conductors. The calis for Chairman O’Don- 
nell were so loud and persistent that they could 
be hushed only by the appointment of a com- 
mittee to go in search of him. The men searched 
for several hours, and when they returned they 
said he was not at bome and they could get no 
trace of him. 

A little before 7 o’clock in the evening, when 
the excitement had subsided, O’Donnell turned 
into Eighty-seventh-street from Third-avenue. 
He looked as though he hadn't been 1n bed fora 
week. His face was flushed, his eyes rest- 
Jess, and he was pitifully nervous. Quite a 
group gathered around him and he was 

orovided with an escort to the hall. 

is reception at the hall was chilling. The men 
spared him hisses, but not a voice was raised to 
cheer him, and not a hand reached out in 
welcome. He spoke for some time trying to 
impress on his hearers that he had done 
only what he thought was best for them, 
At none of the meetings of the men was brivery 
charged as the lever that had moved O’Donnell, 
Downing, and Hughes into what was considered 
a betrayal of the strikers, but it was openly 
talked about among the men. They taiked 
about the mistake these men made in thinking 
that their oriers would be blindly obeyed, and 
said the signers had lost their heads. 

A reporter said to Director Henry Hart: “It 
is stated, Mr. Hart, that before Mr. Lauterbach 
parted with the committee last night at his 
own house, he spent some timein your house, 
and that his purpose in calling on you was to 
get boodle to pay the men.” 

“It’s a Jie,” Mr. Hart exclaimed, raising his 
voice almost to a screech. ; ; 

The strikers in their statement last night in- 
corporated a set of resolutions, embodying pro- 
tests against the action of the company in em- 
ploying inexperienced menand asserting that 
the agreement of the minority of the Executive 
Board was compromising to their individual rep- 
utations. and degrading tothe manhood of the 
members of the order. They would accept no 
agreement till their grievances were redressed. 

The stages took in $276 yesterday, other out- 
side contributions amounting to $195. It was 
announced that on Monday stages will begin to 
run until midnight.

THIRD-AVENUE ROAD FINANCES. 

ALBANY, N. Y.. May 6.—The Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, in response to the Sen- 
ate resolution of April 27 asking for an account 
of the earnings and expenditures of the 
Third-Avenue Railroad Company for the 


past 10 years, submitted a report to 
the Senate this evening, giving figures 
prepared from the books and reports of the 
company. In October, 1853, the present com- 
pany was chartered. The amount paid by the 
grantees for the road constructed to Sixty-first- 
street is unknown, as no books contain. 
ing the figures are in_ existence. The 
present company expended as the _ tota) 
cost of the road and equipments to 1885 
$4,704,716. The original stock was $1,170,000; thg 
total now is $2,000,000, and the bonds, $2,500,000 
Interest at 6and7 per cent. is paid on the bonds’ 
The dividends from 1856 to 1872 ranged from 6 to’ 
12 per cent.; from 1872 to 1885 from 8 to 20 per 
cent., except one year when a divided of 25 per 
cent. was paid.

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MORE ARRESTS TALKED OF 


BRIBE GIVERS WILL PROBABLY 
HAVE THEIR TURN TO-DAY. 
@HE INDICTED ALDERMEN TAKEN TO COURT 
AND PLEAD NOT GUILTY—WAITE’S AD- 

VENTURE IN MIDOCEAN, 


Some time ago it was exclusively pub- 
ished in THE Times that the Grand Jury had 
presented indictments against several bribe giv- 
ers. The truth of the statement was vigorously 
denied by the officials of the District Attorney’s 
office and by others interested in the prosecu- 
tion of the **‘ boodiemer.”* The story was, nev- 
ertheless, true. The Grand Jury for April did 
present such indictments, and warrants for the 
arrest of the bribe givers were handed to Dis- 
trict Attorney Martine. He hesitatea to order 
the service of the warrants for the reason that 
the testimony was not sufficient in his opinion 
to justify him in dragging the bribe givers into 
his net. 

Since the May Grand Jury went to work the 
ease against the bribe givers has been materially 
strengthened, and in all probability the arrests 
will be made to-day. It has been generally 
known for some days that Jacob Sharp and 
others have been in readiness to give bail when 
arrested. and it is quite likely that they will 
have a chance in the District Attorney’s office 
this morning to furnish the necessary security 
for their appearance in court when wanted. 

District Attorney Martine declined to say 
yesterday toa reporter of THE TimEs whether 


it was true that certain alleged bribe givers are 
BO s00n to be introduced to his bond clerk, Mr. 
Penney. Mr. Martine added that whatever he 
did in the matter would not be hastily done. He 
thought that what was proper to be done would 
occur at the right time and that the public need 
have no fears that the bribe givers would go un- 
punished if it was possible for him to convict 
them. 

Ex-Alderman Ludolph A. Fuilgraff was not 
In Part I. of the Court of General Sessions yes- 
terday when he and ex-Aldermen McCape, Far- 
ley, Wendel, and Alderman Cleary were called 
upon to plead to the indictments against them for 
bribery. Allexcepting Mr. Fullgraff stepped to 
the front with their lawyer, Richard S. New- 
combe, and pleaded not guilty. Cleary was the 
saddest of the lot. McCabe stared about him 
asthough expectingto be immediately seized 
by officers and rushed off to State prison. Far- 
ley smiled, and Wendel looked as innocent as a 
horse marine. District Attorney Martine and 
Assistant District Attorney Nicoll were seem- 
ingly bold and determined. Like everybody else 
in the court room, they wondered at the ab- 
sence of ex-Alaerman Fullgraff, and his counsel, 
Orlando B. Stewart, was called upon to explain. 
He said that it was evident to him that Mr. Full- 
graff’s bondsman had not received the official 
notification to produce him. He was certain 
that his client nad not fled beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the court,and that he would present 
himself to-day. The day of trial for the five 
aileged boodlemen who appeared yesterday was 
not fixed. 

While the rumor that ex-Alderman Fullgraff 
bad “skipped to Canada” was being industri- 
orsly circulated he rushed like a roaring lion 
into the District Attorney’s office and pro- 
claimed his presence in New-York. Then he 
made haste to Judge Cowing’s court room and 
pleaded not guilty to the indictment. Heseemed 
to be happier after that, and after glaring at 
pome of the men who had been offering to wager 
money that he had disappeared he flitted away 
to his paper box factory and was soon sizing up 
the boxes. It was said that Lawyer Stewart will 
within a few days move forthe transfer of the 
triel of ex-Alderman Fullgraff to the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer, and that when the caso 
reaches that court he will move for a change of 
venue, hoping that the trial may be had out- 
pide of the county of New-York. 

It was rumored also that a special panel of 
jurors in the case of Alderman Jaehne will be 
ordered by Judge Barrett, and that the panel 
will be drawn in open court. This precaution, 
it was said, would be necessary in order to pre- 
vent Jachne’s friends from tampering with a 
panel that might otherwise be drawn. Later it 
was intimated that the panel miebt be drawn in 
open court to-day. 

Ex-Aldermen Finck, Sheils, Sayles, Reilly, Mc- 
Quade, and Miller, and Alderman O'Neil will be 
ealled upon in Part I. of the General Sessions 
to-day to plead to the indictments for bribery 
against them. 

Assistant District Attorney Nicoll said last 
evening to the reporters that the full name of 
the witness from whom the prosecution against 
the ** boodliemen” expect great things is Jobn 

cott. Heis to appear before the Senate inves- 
tigating committee in Clarence A. Seward’s 
office to-morrow morning. Mr. Nicoll declined 
to describe Mr. Scott’s personal appearance or 
to tell the nature of his business. He said that 
the publhe would be satisfied upon these par- 
ticulars when Scott appeared before the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Nicoll said further that while a great deal 
had been alleged against ex-Alderman Waite, 
it seemed to have been forgotten that he 
was once looked upon as ahero. This was at 
the time when the steamship Ville de Havre 
was sunk in collision with a brig in 
midocean, in 1874, and when only about 40 out 
270 passengers were saved. Waite was a passen- 
ger on the steamer and was accompanied by his 
sister. The collision was at night, the steamer 
being struck on the port side. Waite was in his 
stateroom on the starboard side. When the — 
began to sink the crew,as is usual in suc 

mergencies, made a break for the lifeboats, 
leaving the passengers to take care of them- 
selves. Waite discovered a small boat at the 
stern of the vessel,and in this he placed his 
sister, Mrs. and Miss Bininger, and a sister of 
ex-Senator Wagstaff. He was about getting 
in himself when the boat became loosened 
from its moorings, and was caught in the 
maelstrom. The ship cave asudden plunge, and 
he felt himself dragged down into the ocean. 
It seem’4 as though he would never reach bot- 
tom. Then he began to ascend, and heing a 
good swimmer he struck out for his hfe. His 
sister, Mrs. Bininger, and Miss Wagstaff were 
drowned. Miss Bininger fioated about for some 
time, and was rescued. Waite picked up two 
little children, and placing them on_his back 
Bwam with them in that position. The water 
was very cold. It wasin the month of Novem- 
ber. He could seein the distance the masts of 
the vessel which had run into the steamer. He 
fWam about haif a mile when one of the chil- 
dren lost its grip and was drowned. Waite kept 
on his way, and was within 100 yards of one 
of the boats sent out from the brig when the 
other child loosened its hold and was also 
drowned. Waite was taken into the boat and 
thence to the brig. When his brave acts in at- 
tempting to save the lives of others were herald- 
ed abroad he was much lionized. Mr. Nicoll told 
the etory of the collision and of Waite’s conduct 
‘with much dramatic effect, but did not desire, 
he said, to be understood as ** booming Waite.” 
hen he bade the reporter of THE TIMES good- 
evening he said: ** If you are in the District At- 
torney’s office at about 11 o'clock to-morrow 
you will there find something of public inter- 
pst.”” He declined to say what it would be, but 
undoubtedly referred to the fact that the al- 
keged bribe givers will be there to furnish bail,

HEALTH OFFICER SMITH’S TACTICS LAID 
BEFORE THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
Ata meeting of the Chamber of Com- 

merce held yesterday, Mr. Augustine Smith 

called attention to the onerous and Veratious

HOW GLEASON WAS KILLED. 

An inquest on the death of Patrick J. 
Gleason, a Special Deputy Sheriff, who fell from 
a Sixth-avenue elevated railroad train on Satur- 
day night, while it was moving south from the 
Park-place station, was held yesterday by 
Coroner Nugent. The jury was composed of 
ten men, and one, Patrick Hearn Power, came 
to the conclusion that the elevated railway com- 
pany was insome way responsible for the acci- 
dent. Officer Charles Kelk, of the Twenty- 
Seventh Precinct, testified to finding the dead 


man in the street. Henry Tullius, the gateman 
at the Park-place station, testified that at 10:25 
o’clock, on the night of the accident, he saw a 
man midway between the gate and the end of 
the platform, and that when the train had 
started the man made a rush forit. Hecried 
out “* Hold on!’ but the reply was unintellizi- 
ble. When the train had passed and he saw 
nothing more of the man he walked to the south 
end of the platform, and saw the man lying on 
the street below. The man he thought must have 
got off the train and then tried to ae on again, as 
no one had passed through the gaté to take the 
train. A. B. Holston, the guard on the rear car, 
testified that Gleason had tried to get on the 
front platform after the train was in motion, 
but made no effort to get inside. If he had held 
on a moment longer he would have pulled him 
in. The deposition of Mrs, Gleason was read, 
showing that Gleason was a steady, temperate 


man. 

Nine of the jury found that Gleason came to 
his death by accident through having attempted 
to get on the train while it wasin motion. Pat- 
rick Hearn Power found that he had met his 
death by being burled from the car of the train 
by coming in contact with the railing at the 
south end of the station, and recommended that 
the company make alterations in the railing, so 
that it shall not hereafter endanger human life.

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AVERSE TO RUNNING NEXT FALL, BUT A 
FRIEND SAYS HE MAY BE FORCED TO, 

Mayor Grace yesterday announced that, 
notwithstanding many rumors to the contrary, 
he was not a candidate for renomination. “I do 
not now think,” he continued, ‘“thatI would 
again consent to allow my name to be used for 
the Mayoralty. Ihave served two terms in the 
office, and know well its duties and its grave re- 
sponsibilities, Itis seldom that a man attains 
the honor of serving the city twice as Mayor, 
and lam very grateful for the support which I 
received in my two canvasses.” 

Referring to independent political movements 
in general and citizens’ movements in particular, 
the Mayor said: “In the hands of good men 
movements of either character do a great deal 
of good. Where stupid or dishonest men seek 
to form committees or associations of citizengit 
is rarely thatany good result follows, Honést 
independence in politics is praiseworthy, and 
movements conducted by gentlemen of standing 
in the community are apt to command the re- 
spect of all good citizens.” 

The Mayor emphatically denied that he had 
interested himself in any citizens’ movement in 
his own interest, and on this point he was very 
emphatic. He knew nothing of the Murray Hill 
conference nor of any other gathering of busi- 
ness men. “ The fact of the matter is,” he con- 
cluded, “aman who has an extensive business 
to attend to has to sacrifice a great deal to be 
able properly to attend to the duties of Mayor. 
I felt this when I retired from office after the 
expiration of my first term,and I wasinno 
sense of the word a candidate in 183%. I would 
not consent to run until my friends persuaded 
me that it was my duty to do so.”” 

Mayor Grace's friends are as emphatic as he is 
on the subject of his intentions next Fall. They 
say that the Mayor has sacrificed his business 
and even his bealth in order to look after the 
duties of his office, and claim that unless some 
extraordinary efforts should be made to have 
him accept a renomination he will adhere to his 
present decision not to be again a candidate. A 
gentleman who isclose tothe Mayor and who 
shares his confidence to a great degree told a 
TiMES reporter that, notwithstanding the May- 
or’s statements of his intention to retire 
from, public life, it might be that both 
himself and his friends would be put in 
a position where they would be forced to 
take a stand against the dictation of a syndicate 
of corruptionists who would like to grasp the 
whole city and State of New-York. * You see,” 
said the gentleman réferred to, “the Tammany 
men, Sauire mongrels, Flynn County Democrats, 
and ‘Johnny’ O‘Brien Republicans, are very 
much afraid of Mr. Grace. They know his 
power and infiuence, and they fear his ability 
as an organizer and manipulator of men. They 
mean to beat the Mayor at all hazards. In 
order to do this they have determined 
that there. shall be several so-called in- 
dependent citizens’ movements organized, which 
shall be in full charge of the syndicate, and in 
time will be turned over to the syndicate candi- 
date for Mayor.

FLYNN AND M’QUADE LOCK ARMS AND 
BRIBED MEN REST UNDISTURBED. 

The trouble in the Fourteenth Assembly 
District County Democracy organization be- 
tween Maurice B. Flynn and ex-Alderman Ar- 
thur J. McQuade is in process of settlement. 
Mr. Flynn is said to have a firm hold on the Dis- 





trict Committee, and to have given up all idea 


of superseding Mr. McQuade by selecting Leo 
Sonneberg as his first lieutenant. Mr. McQuade 
said yesterday to a TrMEs reporter: “I am not 
out of the County Democracy organization and 
don't intend to get out. We have had very little 
trouble in our district, and we don’t propose to 
haveany. Mr. Flynn and I are on the best of 
terms, and will remain so. The reason we had 


to vacate our rooms on First-avenue, near 
Eleventh-street, was because our lease had ex- 
pired, We have hired another place, but we 
cannot move into it until June. It will be as 
good a piace as the other, and everything will 
be harmonious. Leo Sonneberg is an_ inti- 
mate friend of mine, and. ° can agree with Mr. 
Flynn as well as we can with each other. What- 
ever trouble there may have been in the district 
has been settled, or will soun be settled, and 
everything will be all right.” 

Ex-Alderman McQuade is one of the men who 
voted in favorof the grant of the Broadway 
Railroad franchise in 1884. He is under indict- 
ment for bribery. His statement that he is still 
a member of the County Democracy organiza- 
tion and that hedoes not mean to get out is 
somewhat peculiar in view of the claims of 
Purifiers E. Ellery Anderson, Park Commissioner 
Beekman, and others that the “ boodle’’ Alder- 
men had all been weeded out of the faction. 
Investigation by a TIMES reporter showed thet 
ex-Alderman McQuade, though not a delegate to 
the County Committee, is stilla member of the 
District Committee and a prominent man in the 
councils of the organization. 

Alderman Cleary, anotber of the “ boodle” 
men, is still in full tellowship with the County 
Democracy committee in the First Assemb! 
District, and the notorious Alderman O’Neil, 
whose hypocritical pretensions to official 
virtue did not prevent his indictment for 
bribery, is still retained as the active lieuten- 
ant of Police Justice Daniel O'Reilly in the 
County Democracy organization in the Third 
Assembly District, Mr. O’Neil has not yet re- 
signed as Chairman of the Finance Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen, although as Chair- 
man he is entitled to foist his presence on Mayor 
Grace, Controller Loew, and City Chamberlain 
Ivins, of the Sinking Fund Commission. Charies 
H. Reilly, another of the **boodle” Aldermen, 
bas not yet entirely withdrawn from the County 
Democracy organization of the Twenty-second 
Assembly District, although he has promised to 
do 60. 

It will be seen from these instances and others 
which could be cited that the County Democ- 
racy leaders have not completely purged the 
organization of its ‘* boodle’’ Aldermen. This 
neglect is said to be due tothe failure of some 
of the Assembly district leaders to take decisive 
steps in the matter. Some respectable members 
of the organization are considering the advis- 
ability of making a vigorous demand for the 
expulsion of the ** boodle” men, and if their de- 
mands are not acceded to it is probable that the 
**boodle” Aldermen may be the only members 
left in the faction.

CATCHING A BIG FISH. 

To catch and successfully land a tarpon 
turning the scale well at 125 pounds is a feat 
which not often falls to the iot of the amateur 
fisherman to perform. Mr. William Dunning, of 
No. 10 East One Hundred and Twenty-ninth- 
street, recently succeeded in doing this at Sani- 
bel Bay, Florida, and the fish is now on exhibi- 
tion at E. Von Hofe’s store, No. 97 Fulton-street. 
Several hundred persons have called to see the 
fish, which has just come from the taxidermist’s 
hands. itis6feet3inchesin length. It tooka 
few minutes over an hour to land it from the 
moment of the bite. The line used was & No. 12, 
similar to those adopted by the Cuttyhunk Club 
for striped bass. The rod was a 6-foot 
6-inch bamboo, with astar rubber reel. For so 
thin a rod the catch is remarkable. The fish isa 
very fine specimen of the tarpon species, or sil- 
ver King, or Jew fish, as it is called in Georgia 
and Florida. The tarpon inhabits shallow rivers, 
being found in about three feet of water. It is 
seldom found at a depth of over six feet. In'12 
months not more than 100 of these fish are 
caught between Cape Cod and the Florida Ever- 
giades. The fish resembles a large herring, with 
heavy metallic-looking scales, which sell in 
Florida for as high a price as 25 cents. They are 
much used for fancy work in curiosity shops. 
Mr. Dunning’s catch will shortly be sent to the 
Simthsonian Institution. :
